Reagan 

undergoes 

‘routine’ 

surgery 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
President Ronald Reagan 
underwent what was described as 
- ‘very routine” prostate surgery at 
Bethesda naval hospital on 
Monday, and his doctor said 
afterwards a preliminary 
grammarian “shows DO suspicion 
erf cancer.” 

The operation, to relieve what a 
spokesman described as “mild, 
recurring discomfort,” was 
performed following a weekend 
physical examination that found 
no new evidence of colon cancer, 
which Mr. Reagan suffered in July 
1985. 

Colonel John Hutton, foe 
presidential physician, issued a 
brief statement after surgery 
saying foe operation “began at 
8:15(1315 GMT) and took about 
an hour. It was a very routine 
transurethral resection. 

“The procedure went very 
smoothly. There was nothing out 
of the ordinary.” 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes also said a laboratory 
analysis of four small polyps 
removed from Mr. Reagan’s colon 
on Sunday confirmed that the* 
growths were benign. 

Speakes told reporters that final 

laboratory results on foe excised 
tissue would not be available until 
Tuesday. 

Medical expertssaid there was a 
10 per cent chance that doctors 
would find cancerous cells in foe 
tissue removed from Mr. Reagan’s 
urinary tract 

“Even if be were to have 
prostate cancer that required 
further treatment, the treatment 
for a man his age is fairly benign 
and not incapacitating,” said Dr. 
Roger WeiJefoom, a Washington 
urologist. 

During Monday's operation a 
twin of doctors from Minnesota’s 
world -acclaimed Mayo Cfinic ait 
away pieces of Mr. Reagan’s 
enlarged prostate gland to 
alleviate urinary discomfort. 

■ The operation is considered 
almost routine. 

Mr. Reagan had a similar 

operation in 1967. 

. ' Speakes said Mr. Reagan, 75 
was awake during foe prostate 
aurgeiy, being performed under a 
spinal anesthetic that numbs the 
lower region of foe body without 
rendering the patient 
unconscious.

Israeli naval siege lifted 


BEIRUT (AP) — A 
passenger-laden feny has docked 
in the port of Jounieh, the first to- 
travel to Lebanon’s rightist 
enclave since an Israeli frigate 
intercepted the vessel last week. 

The Sunny Boat docked Sunday 
carrying 150 passengers from 
Larnaca,. Cyprus, immigration 
officials said. Its sister vessel, the 
Empress, arrived in Larnaca from 
Jounieh with 600 passengers. 

A government official said 
Monday that the Israeli blockade, 
imposed Friday, was lifted 
following “intensified diplomatic 
contacts with the governments of 
Cyprus and the United States.” 

The official spoke on condition 
of anonymity. 

President Amin Gemayel on 
Saturday asked the United States 
to “exert pressure on Israel*’ to lift 


the blockade, said an official 
source, speaking on condition of 
not being identified further. 

The request was made during a 
meeting at foe suburban Baabda 
presidential palace between Mr. 
Gemayel and US. Ambassador 
John Kelly. 

An Israeli frigate intercepted 
the Sunny Boat off the Lebanese 
coast on Friday while it was 
steaming from Larnaca to 
Jounieh. 

Captain Dimitris Vrakas, 
skipper of the 3.782-tonne ship, 
said the Israeli frigate told him by 
radio that foe Larnaca-Jounich 
line was banned “from today.” 

The maritime fine is the only 
safe link connecting the 
1,000-square-kilometre mostly 
Christian enclave with the outside 
world. 


Kohl remark sparks row 


BONN (R) — A political row 
erupted in West Germany 
Monday over an allegation by 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl that East 
Germany has concentration 
camps for political prisoners. 

East Germany rejected foe 
assertion, which Dr. Kohl madeat 
a rally of his Christian Democratic 
Union (CDU) in Dortmund. 

“We must never forget— that 
foe political regime is holding 
ZflOO of oar feUow countrymen 
over there in East Germany as 
political prisoners in prisons and 
concentration camps,” Dr. Kohl 
said. 

Opposition Social Democrats 
(SPD) and Greens condemned the 
plaim as an attemp t to win votes 
from right-w ing nationalists by 
comparing East Berlin’s 


communist leaders to Nazis. 

The liberal Free Democratic 
Party (FDP) in Dr. Kohl’s 
centre-right coalition said foe 
remark could seriously harm ties 
with East Germany and urged Dr. 

Kohl to withdraw it.

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Israeli 
helicopter gunships attacked 
villages alleged to contain 
guemDa strongholds in South 
Lebanon for a second straight day 
Monday after a roadside bomb 
blast killed four pro-Israel 
militiame n, police said. 

The rocketing and strafing 
attacks covered the Litani River 
basin, which tuns about 12 
kilometres north of the 
internationally recognised border 
with the Jewish state, a police- 
report said. 

The one-hour operation started 
at 10 a.m. and covered a 
nine-kilometre stretch of the 
Litani basin between foe bridges 
of Kbardali and Qaqaieb near the 
inland market town of Nabatiyeb, 
a terse police report said. 

The raiding gunships fire 
“several phosphorus rockets that 
started fires along both ranks of 
the Litani and heavily strafed foe 
whole region,'* the report said. 

A casualty report from the 
second Israeli air attack into 
Lebanon this year was not 
immediately available, it added. 

The attack came five hours after 
four militiamen of the 
Israeli-backed South Lebanon 
Army (SLA) were killed and six . 
others injured when a roadside 
bomb went off under foeir 
armoured personnel carrier. 

The bomb exploded at 5 am. 
near the village of Maifcaba. about 
two kilometres north of the border 
with Israel, police said. 

Israeli militaiy sources in Tel 
Aviv said two of the SLA 
militiamen were taken by 
helicopter to an Israeli hospital. 

The casualties brought to 19 the 
□umber of SLA militiamen killed 
in attacks by Iranian-backed 
Shfite militiamen against their 
positions in Israel’s 
self-designated “security zone” 1 
over the past four days. 

In apparent retaliation for 
attacks on the SLA, Israeli 
helicopter gunships on Sunday 
blasted alleged guerrilla 
strongholds of foe Hizboliab. or < 
party of god, in South Lebanon, 
k fifin g at least three people and 
wounding eight 

Police said four gunships staged 
the Sunday raid against Hizbollah 
bases in foe villages erf Khizbat 
Selim and Qabrikha in the i

(UNIFBL). 

Pro-Iranian zealots have 
recently intensified foeir attacks 
against the 1^500-stzong SLA, 
which is backed by about 1,000 
Israeli troops in the 
10-to- 16-kilometre “security ( 
zone.”

AMMAN (Petra) — Central 
Bank of Jordan (CBJ) reserves 
of gold and foreqpi currency 
increased to JO 401 million in 
the year 1986, compared with 
JD 375 mflfion m 1985, CBJ 
Governor Hussein Al Qassem 
announced Monday. 

Mr. Qassem said the 
increase in the CBJ reserves 
boosted Jordan’s overall 
reserves of gold and hard 
currency to JD 815 miHroa m 
1986 as against JD 781 million 
in the previous year. 

The CBJ governor 
attributed the mcrease to an 
improvement in the Kingdom's 
balance of trade deficit in foe 
year 1986. He said the 
improvement in the balance of 
trade amounted to JD 139 
mflfion. Despite a drop in 
Jordan’s exports, Mr. Qassem 
said, the Kingdom managed to 
achieve a decline in foe deficit 
in foe balance of trade through 
rationalisation of imports. 

He added that imports 
dropped by JD 190 mflfion in 


1986. 

Among other indicators 
showing foe positive trend in 
the Kingdom’s balance of trade 
was the return to normal and 
natural growth rate of 
remittances from Jordanian 
expatriates, Mr. Qassem said. 
The total amount of expatriate 
remittances into foe country 
was JD 435 mHfioo in 1986 as 
agahist JD 403 million in 1985, 
he said. 

The CBJ also posted a profit 
of JD 28 mflfion in the year, he 
said. The figure compares with 
JD 24 rnOfion in 1985. The CBJ 
also registered a net profit of 
JD 4 mflfion in the year from 
foreign currency transactions 
and as a result of revaluation of 
several foreign currencies. 

Reuter adds: Turnover on 
the Kingdom's official stock 
exchange, the Amman 
Fmancial Market (AFM), rose 
last year but prices declined, 
AFM General Manager 
Hasbem Sabbagh said. 
“Despite foe price fall, foe 


performance was one of the 
best in the market’s nine-year 
history, thanks to various 
government steps to revive the 
economy. We expect the 1986 
momentum to continue.’ 1 he 
told Reuter. 

He expected companies 
benefitting from export 
incentives or tariff protection 
against foreign competition to 
do better. 

Turnover last year totalled 
JD 69.6 mflfion, up from JD 67 
mflfion in 1985 but still less 
than half foe 1983 peak level of 
JD 141.4 million. 

A total of 48.9 mDfion shares 
were traded last year, 23.7 per 
cent more than in 1965, and the 
number of contracts concluded 
rose 20.7 per cent to 68,362. 

The AFM share price index 
fell 92 points, 7.9 per cent. 

There were 117 companies 
listed on the exchange at 
end-1986, with a combined 
authorised capital of JD 482.8 
mflfion. 


O’Connor: Vatican-Israel ties unlikely 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — The Roman 
Catholic archbishop of New York, 
Cardinal John O’Connor, said 
Monday that although the Vatican 
was not hostile towards Israel he 
did not foresee any imminent 
establishment of official ties with 
the Jewish state. 

After meeting Foreign Minister 
Shsnon Peres in his residence in 
Jerusalem on the last day of a 
five-day visit to Israel, the cardinal 
said his trip represented a strong 
gesture of goodwill. 

“The Vatican has absolutely no 
hostility whatsoever towards 
Israel,” be added. He told 
reporters a main reason for the 
absence of relations centred on 
the controversy over the status of 
Jerusalem, the Holy City Israel 
c laims as its capital. 

“The Holy Sec has some grave 
concerns and while Tm not an 
emissary of the Holy See and can't 
talk officially on such matters, my 
understanding is that until (it) is 
satisfied that these concerns can 
be appropriately resolved, it will 
maintain its current position,'' 
Ordinal O'Connor said. 

Cardinal O'Connor was 


answering questions following 
reports that he had told Jewish 
and Oirkrian intellectuals Sunday 
night that relations between Israel 
and foe Vatican were tied to foe 
Palestinian issue, the status of 
Jerusalem and “security" for 
Chris tians in the Arab World. 

Participants at the gathering of 
intellectuals quoted Cardinal 
O’Connor as saying that Israeli 
officials "had told him “the 
Palestinian problem is not a 
problem and no-one in foe Middle 
East cares about it." 

Cardinal O'Connor, according 
to those who attended the meeting 
at Jerusalem's Hebrew 
University, said he had replied 
that “even if no one cares about it. 
it is still a problem.” 

He also said Israel was unwflfine 
to negotiate the status of 
Jerusalem. 

Cardinal O'Connor described 
his meeting with Mr. Peres as 
“very friendly” but that foeir 
differences on foe Palestinian 
question were not bridged.

Ambush, kidnap and shootouts add to Beirut misery 


BEIRUT (R) — Killings, kidnaps 
and gonfights raised tension in 
Beirut an Monday, compounding 
foe misery of citizens beset by a 
collapsing currency and 
unexplained shortages of bread, 
petrol and power. 

In west Beirut, police said 
g un me n kidnapped a prominent 
Lebanese businessmen (See page 
2). Militias blocked the main coast 
road south to prevent a possible 
revenge bid by relatives of two 
murdered fighters. 

In east Beirut, security sources 
said Lebanese army troops 
clashed with supporters of 
President Amin Gemayel. 

They fired assault rifles and 
rocket-propelled grenades in foe 
Dora shopping district, wounding 
atleast eightpeople. The shooting 
began after an army trpop carrier 


collided with a car belonging to 
one of Mr. GemayeFs armed 
followers. 

Sunday night gunmen in a 
speeding car shot dead two men 
standing by a coffee vendor’s van 
in west Beirut's seafront Ramlet 
Al Baida district. Police said 
Ahmad Jaber, 30, and 
Mohammad Haidar, 20, died 
instantly in a hail of bullets. 

“This is no longer a country, 
even a jungle is better than west 
Beirut,” said Amal Zeidan, 25, 
who watched foe shooting in 
horror from her apartment 
balcony. 

The Shfite Amal militia and the 
Druze-led Pro g re s sive Socialist 
Party (PSP) closed the 
40-kflometre coast road to foe 
southern port of Sidon for foe 
second day running. 


Police said the move was to stop 
any attempt to avenge the deaths 
of two PSP nufitiamen ambushed 
jn the Amal -contra lied district of 
Oozai in southern Beirut on 
Saturday. 

“At least 300 cars are backed 
up in Oozai behind an Amal 
checkpoint,” one driver from the 
south told Reuters after managing 
to teiv his way through foe ™8tia 
controls. 

“The PSP had an armoured 
troop carrier across the road at 
Jiyeh (25 kilometres south of 
Beirut) to prevent people from foe 
south and the Shouf Mountains 
reaching Beirut,” he said. 

• The PSP 'and' Amal say they are 
bound by an “affiance of blood” 
against Israel and right-wing 
farces, although they have clashed 
frequently on the streets of west 


Beirut. 

Amal resents foe presence of 
Palestinian fighters in the 
PSP-controlled Aley hills 
southeast of foe capital. 

Beirut radio stations and PSP 
leader Wafid Junblatt and Amal 
leader Nabih Bern were in 
Damascus, where they met Syrian 
Vice-President Abdul Halim 
Khaddam together on Sunday. 

The latest tension was another 
burden for Beirut citizens weighed 
down by econo mic problems and a 
mounting crime wave. 

“It seems as if we always have to 
worry about one thing or another 
in this country.” said housewife 
Siran Yassin, “If it's not street. 
fighting or shelling, it’s power or 
water cuts, shortages of bread or 
fueL We get (no peace.” 


People have been queueing for 
hours at bakeries over foe past 
week after a mystery bread 
shortage hit both sectors of the 
city. Economy Minis ter Victor 
Kassir told reporters last week 
that sufficient flour was being 
produced, but supplies were 
“vanishing like magic.” 

In west Beirut, long lines have 
.also formed at petrol stations, 
where trigger-happy guards 
supervise distribution. 

Many Lebanese face 
impoverishment because of an 
explosion in prices sparked by the 
collapse of the Lebanese pound, 
now worth 85 to the dollar 
compared to 18 a year ago. 

“Maybe one day we wfll be told 
■to pay for the air we breathe," Ms. 
Yassin lamented.

Shevardnadze 
and Dobrynin 
on ‘working 
visit’ to Kabul 

MOSCOW (AP) - Foreign 
Minister Eduard A. Shevardnadze 
and Communist Party Foreign 
Affairs Secretary Anatoly F. 
Dobrynin went to Afghanistan on 
Monday for a visit that followed 
die announcement of foe Kabul 
government's proposed six-month 
ceasefire. 

TASS, the official Soviet news 
agency, said the Soviet officials 
had arrived in Kabul for a 
“working visit.” 

On Saturday, the Afghan 
Revolutionary Council formally 
approved the ruling Marxist 
Party's proposal for a ceasefire 
beginning Jan. 15. That plan had 
been announced last Thursday by 
Mr. NajibuDah. 

The announcement said foe 
ceasefire would be in effect until 
July 15 and could be extended, 
provided the Afghan rebels went 
along with it and agreed to stop 
importing and deploying 
weapons. 

Western estimates say the 
Soviet Union has 115 ,000 soldiers 
in Afghanistan, helping the Kabul 
government fight an 
eight-year-old civil war. 

Both nations have said they 
want foe Soviet troops to leave, 
but first want guarantees from the 
United States and Pakistan that 
support for the rebel forces will 
end. 

The ceasefire plan, strongly 
supported by Moscow, includes an 
offer tty Mr. NajibuIIah to include 
opposition groups in a coalition 
government of national unity.

Chad rescue bid 


PARIS (R) — Libyan leader Muanumar Qadhafi 
said in an interview published Monday that Libya 
has. dispatched “a few hundred'’ soldiers to 
northern Chad aiming to rescue a group of 
technicians believed held prisoners there. 


He told the Frcoch-wing daiiy 
Liberation that the troops had 
been sent to surround an area 
where some 20 technicians were 
thought to be held. He was 
prepared to use force if necessary 
to free there, he said. 

Libya has prveiously denied 
having any troops in Chad or 
tak ing pan in fighting between the 
forces of President Hissene Habre 
and rebels in the Libyan-backed 
Transitional Government of 
National Unity (GUNT), led by 
Acheikh Ibn Ouraar. 

Also involved in the Chad 
conflict are forces loyal to former 
GUNT leader Goukouni 
Oueddci. who changed sides last 
October to join pro-Habre forces, 
in the latest switch to Chad's 
20-year- civil strife. 

Mr. Oueddei himself was 
"under Libyan guard" in Tripoli 
but rot a prisoner. Col. Qadhafi 
told the newspaper. 

The interview was given last 
Thursday and at the weekend 
Chad accused Libya of launching 
air raids on targets in the north 
and south of the central African 
country, in an escalation of the 
civil war. 

On Saturday, the Chad Military 
Command said Libyan planes 
bombed the towns of and 
Zouar in the north after 
government troops recaptured 
there. 

On Sunday. Chad said Libya 
staged an air raid south of the 16th 


parallel the so-called "red line" 
dividing Chad into a Libyan and 
rebel-controlled north and the 
south held by forces loyal to Mr. 
Habre. 

A military statement said four 
Soviet-made MiG fighter planes 
raided Arada. Official sources 
said one aircraft also dropped a 
bomb on Oum Chalouba, site of a 
major government base. 

The sources said one person 
was killed and five people, four of 
them women, were injured in the. 
Arada bombing. Several houses 
were also burnt. 

The rails were the first reported 
south of the 16th parallel since 
France accused Libya of having 
made another raid on the airport 
in the capital. N'Djamena, last 
February. Libya said Chadian 
rebels carried out the attack. 

The reported weekend air raids, 
promptly denied by Tripoli, 
appeared to be the most serious 
military action south of the 16th 
parallel since France halted an 
offensive by Libyan-backed rebels 
in 1983, and they put increased 
pressure on France to intervene in 
the north. 

France has about 1 .200 military 
men and Jaguar aircraft in the 
southern part of its former colony. .

NICOSIA — Almosta third of the 
inmates at Cyprus’ central prison 
are foreigner?., and the number is 
rising with almost weekly arrests 
of drug traffickers passing through 
the island's, ports and airports. 

“ We'*nr'not in a position to 
-'acco ra mo date so many 
foreigners," says prison director 
Iacovos Iacovides. 

At the end of November the 
prison held 1 55 Cypriots and 67 
foreigners, mostly of Middle 
Eastern origin and many 
Lebanese. Ten more foreigners 
were arrested in December, all on 
drugs charges. 

Language is a problem. Only 
one of the prison staff speaks' 
Arabic — and this makes it 
difficult to let Arabic-speaking 
prisoners telephone home when 
exceptionally allowed to. 

“If a Lebanese is worried about 
his family after a battle in 
Lebanon, we would allow a call.” 
Iacovides said. "But to monitor 
many calls we would need Arabic 
speakers, whom we cannot 
provide ar the moment.” 

The foreign prisoners, too have 


problems. 

Unlike Cypriots who are 
allowed to work outside when 
they are near the end of tbeir jail 
terms, foreigners are kept inside 
because they have no work 
permits. 

They earn a token “bonus” 
from volunteering for duty in the 
prison garden and kitchens or in 
its various workshops. But, said 
one prisoner, it could take three- 
days' work to afford a packet of 
cigarettes. 

Iacovides said prisoners 
sometimes received cigarettes 
seized by customs men as well as 
money from a prison fund. 

Foreign detainees also 
complained of a lack of visitors 
when reporters recently toured 
the prison. 

Few families can visit from 
abroad. "But when they do come, 
they are allowed to visit daily,” 
Iacovides said. 

"Most Lebanese are here 
because of the dirty war in 
Lebanon. They destroyed our 
economy. We have to survive,” 
said one convicted on drugs 
charges. "After 10 years of war 
no-one cares anymore. We have 
no other choice.” 
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reports that Mr. Oueddei had 
been wounded and was a prisoner 
in Libya. 

He denied that Mr. Oueddei' 
was a prisoner but said he had 
been placed under Libyan guard 
in Tripoli for his own safety. 

"He isstflJ under Libyan guard 
but free to meet people, to 
communicate with Tibesti 
(Oueddei's mountain desert 
stronghold in northern Chad) or 
with Paris,” Col. Qadhafi said. 

Mr. Oueddei had not been 
wounded, he said, but had been 
operated on for appendicitis "or 
something like this.” 

He said media reportsof Libyan 
intervention in Chad would not 
stop his troops fro tn pu rsu ing their 
action until they had treed the 
technicians held there. 

"I want to save them rapidly 
and by peaceful means. But if it is 
necessary to use force. I will not 
hesitate.” he said. 

Col. Qadhafi said Mr. Habre 
wanted to push France into a 
confrontation with Libya and he 
called on France to take care of its 
domestic problems. 

But he said if French and U.S. 
involvement increased and if Mr. 
Habre’ s troops crossed north of 
the 16th parallel, Libya would 
come to the aid of GUNT leader 
Oumar. 

Libyan television said Sunday 
night the French ambassador in 
Tripoli had received an urgent 
message from the government 
there, while the Libyan News 
Agency JANA accused France of 
“blatant intervention” in Chad. 

Chadian government sources 
said authorities here believe the 
raid on civilians in Arada was a 


provocation to France, while a 
Defence Ministry spokesman in 
Paris said France was evaluating 
the consequences of raids on 
Arada and Oum Chalouba, 
another town sou th of the red line. 

France would decide whether 
tbe latest Libyan raids amounted 
to "a clear will to escalate the 
conflict” ora means for Libya “to 
save face” after it lost the key 
northern oasis town of Fada on 
Friday, the French Defence 
Ministry spokesman said. 

Chad's government has 
reported substantial successes, 
saying that large numbers of 
Libyans have been killed, 
important quantities of military 
equipment seized and the Tibesti 
town of Zouar recaptured. 

Libya denies any role in the 
fighting and there has been no 
independent confirmation of the 
reported Chadian successes. 

The Chadian government 
sources said Mr. Habre would use 
the raids south of the parallel as a 
means of stepping up pressure on 
France to aid him to drive Libya 
out of Chad’s desert north. 

In Paris. French Budget 
Minister Alain Juppe said in a 
radio interview France might 
consider a warning strike against 
Libyan positions in northern 
Chad. 

Military analysts said the 
United States would be keen to 
see France take on a more 
offensive role against Libya in its 
former colony. 

The red line was drawn across 
the poverty-stricken central 
African nation in 1983 when 
French and Chadian forces 
blocked a Libyan-backed rebel 
offensive. 



Libyan leader inspects 
coastal fortifications 


NICOSIA. Cyprus (AP) - Col. 
Muammar Qadhafi watched 
soldiers planting mines, laying 
barbed wire and di gging trendies 
to fortify Lfoya’s coast. Libyan 
television reported. 

The state-mn television said the- 
operation was aimed at turning 
the coast into an "armed fortress 
. The report, monitored Sunday 
by the British Broadcasting Corp., 
did not say when the Libyan 
leader made the inspection nor 
what part of tbe coast he visited. 

Earlier, Libyan, Radio said the 
government had ordered all 


demobilised soldiers to rejoin 
their units immediately. 

It quoted an announcement 
from die Armed Forces General 
Command as saying all those who 
failed to obey the order would be 
“legally brought to account and 
their demobilisation cancelled” 

The Libyan News Agency 
JANA has reported that the 
fortification operaton is aimed at 
“turning this coast, from east to 
west, into an advanced line of 
death at any time and moment to 
respond (to) and deter any 
aggression attempt.’' 


Chad lifts press censorship 


N'DJAMENA (R) - Chad 
Monday lifted censorship of 
articles written by foreign 
journalists covering its escalatiig 
civil war. 

Information Minister Mo mine 
Hamid; announced that from 
Monday “control of information." 
which he said had been introduced 
last month "to prevent the 
sensational,” would no longer 
apply. 

He added that he hoped the 
ending of censorship would 
encourage journalists to come to 


the Central African nation to 
“help the Chadian people free 
themselves.” 

In a statement, he urged 
reporters to be objective and 
responsible and to inform public 
opinion oa "Ltoya’s annexationist 
ambitions” and what he termed its 
genocide conducted against 
Chadian civilians. 

Chad's civil war has recently 
escalated with reports of heavy 
fighting between former Chadian 
rebels and Libyan soldiers in the 
northern Tibesti Mountains.

Iranian mediator witnesses plight 
of Palestinians in Rashidiyeh camp 


BEIRUT (R) — Four car-borne 
gunmen kidnapped the Lebanese 
Christian director of a big 
engineering consultancy company 
in Muslim-controlled west Beirut 
Monday, police said. 

The kidnappers, in a white 
Mercedes Saloon, intercepted 
Saba Daoud Abdo. 56, in 
rush-hour traffic as he drove to 
work in his Peugeot car. they 
added. 

Saba, director-general of the 
Beirut-based Dar A1 Handasa. a 
large engineering consultancy, is 
one of the company's 23 partners. 
He is a Christian Lebanese of 
Palestinian origin. 

Dar AJ Handasa issued a 
statement threatening to dose its 
Beirut offices and dismiss all its 
employees if Saba was not freed 
by 4.00 p.m. (1600 GMT) 
Monday. 

Saba was at least the third 
Christian Lebanese-Palestinian to 
be seized in west Beirut in the past 
month. 

Two others, a jeweller and a 
merchant, were freed shortly after 
their kidnappings in December, 
it ■ was not known if any ransom 
was paid for their release. 

Police could not say whether 
Saba's abduction had a political or 
sectarian motive. 

Scores of people have been 
kidnapped during the last three 
months of fighting between 
Palestinians and Shfite Muslim 
militiam en at refugee camps in 
Beirut and South Lebanon. 

Dar A1 Handasa has some 400 
employees at its west Beirut 
branch and almost 2,000 in 
brandies elsewhere in the Middle 
East Local employees blocked 
the main Verdun Road outside tbe 
company premises to protest at 
Saba’s kidnapping. 

“We don't know whether 
blocking roads or s taging sit-ins 
will help release our friend,” said 
Engmeer Fouad Fayad. “ We have 
to do it anyway because it is the 
only way for our voices to be beard 
in this country.” 

Another Dar A1 Handasa 
engineer, Arab Nasser, said of the 
kidnapping: “Such sabotage 
activities are aimed at breaking 
down the institutions in Beirut and 
emptying the country of tits 
-leading companies.” 


RASHIDIYEH, Lebanon (R) - 
A Muslim deric told of children 
eating paper thinking it was bread, 
while tears welled in another’s 
eyes at the sight of hungry 
Palestinians in this bullet-scarred 
South Lebanon shanty town. 

Rashidiyeh, a town of 22,000 
people caught in Lebanon's 
“camps war” which has killed 700 
people, is under siege by Shfite 
Muslim Amal militiamen 
determined to stop the 
Palestinians regaining fire power 
they had in South Lebanon before 
Israels 1982 invasion. 

On Saturday, a relief convoy of 
five small trucks and four Red 
Cross ambulances entered 
Rashidiyeh — only the second

damped its blockade on Sept. 30. 

Journalists have also been 
allowed a five-hour visit to 
Rashidiyeh. 

Muharram Ai Arifi, a Lebanese 
Muslim fundamentalist cleric, 
described the refugees' plight as 
tragic. 

"Hungry children began to eat 
paper imagining jt was bread.” be 
said, indicating they were 
hallucinating. 

Tears welled in the eyes of 
Iranian clergyman Sheikh Issa 
Tabatabai, who is at Rashidiyeh as 
a mediator, as be watched hungry 
women and children uproot 
vegetation from a field bordering 
the shanty town. 

“It’s a tragedy," the 
grey -bearded Tabatabai 
muttered. "You see, they are 
grazing like sheep.” 

Fifteen-year-old Mohammad 
Ahmad, who has missed three 
months of school, explained: 
“Sniper fire stopped us from 
reaching this area before.” 

Iranian mediators organised 
both relief convoys. The latest - 


came after Amal chief Nabih Bern 
promised a New Year truce and 
supplies for Rashidiyeh in a bid to 
stem die fighting. 

Tabatabai and Arifi arrived in 
Rashidiyeh on Dec. 10 and said 
they planned to stay until the siege 
was lifted. 

“I am sharing the refugees’ 
calamities,” Tabatabai told 
Reuters. “I came by decision of 
the Islamic Republic (of Iran) and 
I leave by decision from the same 
source.” 

The convoy, led by an Iranian 
embassy car, was met by 
banner- waving Palestinians 
demanding an end to the 
blockade. 

When the trucks unloaded at 


protested at the amounts 
delivered, saying:' “It’s not 
enough. Our martyrs’ blood is 
worth more than this.” 

Women wailed over tbe bodies 
of two Palestinian fighters brought 
into the camp by the Red Cross 
ambulances. “They were killed 
when they tried to infiltrate Amal 
lines,” (me said. 

Refugees said sorties through 
tbe lines had helped them survive. 

“Our brothers infiltrated Amal 
positions and came back with 
supplies many times,” said 
Youssefr 25, his face swathed in a 
chequered guerrilla headscarf. 

But police in the nearby city of 
Tyre said they had often seen 
inflatable dinghies reaching the 
seafront camp. "Obviously they 
were carrying arms and supplies,” 
said one police source. 

Amal want Rashidiyeh’ s 
defenders to surrender their 
weapons. 

Rashidiyeh suffers no fresh 
water shortage as Tyre's mam 
supply passes through the camp. 
Supplies to the mainly Suite port 


city have been disrupted and 
water company tedmioans who 
accompanied die convoy were 
unable to restore them. 

Camp medical facilities consist 
of two dispensaries where 
Rashid iyeh’s surgeons cany out 
simple operations. 

After lengthy negotiations with 
Amal, the Red Cross was able to 
evacuate 80 refugees, including 
sick, wounded or pregnant 
women, as well as children and old 
men. 

One of the women , 27-ycar-old 
Kbouia Ahmad Bandar, said she 
had named her newly bom 
daughter Azzstb — Arabic for

Egypt wants better U.S. offer on debts 


CAIRO ( AP) — President Hosoi 
Mubarak said Monday he is not 
satisfied with President Ronald 
Reagan's suggestions to ease the 
burden of Egypt’s $>4.5 billion in 
military debts to the United 
States. 

“I have received an answer, but 
part of the answer is positive and 
pan of it I do not like." Mr. 
Mubarak told reporters after 
receiving credentials of new 
ambassadors from the Philippines, 
Turkey, Burundi and Malaysia. 

“I have sent him my answer," 
Mr. Mubarak added without 
elaborating. 

Government sources said, 
however, that Mr. Mubarak's 


reply was "basically no.” They 
sari the Egyptian president asked 
Mr. Reagan to come up with a 
better offer. 

The American proposal would 
let Egypt refinance loans at 7.4 
per cent, a sharp reduction from 
tbe original rates of 1 1 to 13 per 
cent charged in the 1970s. 

The savings with interest would 
be due in the year 2009. however, 
and some Egyptian economists 
have said that just as Egypt cannot 
afford to pay back the interest due 
on its debts now, it will be equally 
unable postpone the payments for 
20 years. 

Richard Murphy, assistant U JS. 
secretary of state, is expected to 


discuss the issue further when he 
comes to Cairo in the next few 
days. 

All U.S. military aid to Egypt 
since 1984 fas been as grants. The 
United States replaced the Soviet 
Union in the early 1970s as 
Egypt's main military supplier, 
but in the early years of the 
relationship most aid was in the 
form of sales. 

Egypt is one of the biggest Third 
World debtors. It owes about $36 
billion including the military debt. 
Cairo has been negotiating for 
several months with the 
International Monetary Fund for 
a loan to help it pay interest on 
some of its debts. 


King Fahd to pay 1st state visit to U.K. in March 


RIYADH (R) — King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia will pay a four-day 
state visit to Britain from March 
24, his first since he assumed 
power in June 1982. 

A royal court announcement 
Monday, carried by the official 
Saudi Press Agency, said the visit 
is at the invitation of Queen 
Elizabeth. It was also announced 
in London. 

Tbe queen and her husband 
Prince Philip visited Saudi Arabia 
in February 1979. 


King Fahcfs trip, which has 
been planned for several months, 
follows a period of Arab 
disillusionment with the West 
over secret U.S. arms deals with 
Iran and lack of progress in efforts 
to solve the Arab- Israeli conflict. 

Arab diplomats in the region 
said they believed the Saudi 
monarch's talks in Britain would 
centre on the Middle East crisis 
and the Iran-Iraq war, and the role 
London could play in resolving the 
two conflicts. 


Ties between Riyadh and 
London appeared strained last 
year by the publication in October 
of a confidential letter by a retired 
British ambassador critical of 
Saudi Arabia and the deportation 
from the kingdom of a number of 
British nurses for illegal drinking. 

The issues were afl but ignored 
by Riyadh and London, however, 
and a planned visit in November 
by the heir to the British throne 
PTince Charles and his wife 
Princess Diana to the kingdom 


went ahead as scheduled. 

In 1980, Saudi Arabia briefly 
cut trading and political ties with 
Britain in protest at the screening 
of a television film about the 
public execution of a Saudi 
princess and her lover. 

But relations have since 
blossomed and in 1985 Saudi 
Arabia provided Britain with its 
biggest arms export order, a 
£5-biIlton ($7.2 billion) deal for 
the purchase of 132 warplanes, 
including 72 Tornado fighters.

Labour ministries to oversee 
employment of Egyptian workers

AMMAN — No Egyptian 
labourers may be employed in the 
Kingdom unless they obtain prior 
approval from the Labour 
Ministries in both Jordan and 
Egypt, according to an 
announcement carried on 
Monday by the Jordan News 
Agency, Petra. 

The announcement was made 
by Labour Minister Khaled A1 
Haj Hassan who was speaking 
during a meeting for directors of 
labour offices. The decision is 
retroactive as of Jan. 1, 1987. 

During Monday’s meeting, Mr. 
Haj Hassan said the step was in 
line with ao agreement reached 
with Egyptian officials during his 
recent visit to Cairo to draw up 
measures for organising the 
employ meat of Egyptian workers 
in Jordan. 

As a result of the talks, both 
countries decided to prepare lists 
of the skills required for the 
Jordanian and Egyptian labour 
markets and agreed mat contracts 
for die employment of workers 
from either country should be 
concluded through their 
respective ministries of labour. 

Under the accord, signed in 
December 1986, all Egyptian 


labourers are required to produce 
a certificate providing that they 
are not wanted by Egyptian police 
departments or other official 
institutions, and a second 
certificate as evidence of their 
trade or profession and other 
papers required Tor issuing work 
permits in Jordan. 

The minister told the directors 
that Egyptian workers employed 
in Jordan before Jan. 1 could 
continue in their present 
employment under the same 
terms they were hired, provided 
that their work was still needed. 

However. Egyptian workers 
who arrived in Ionian before the 
official deadline was set and who 
still have not found jobs or 
obtained work permits would be 
gjven three months to rectify their 
situation. 

Egyptian workers constitute the 
majority of Jordan's imported 
workforce and their number is 
roughly estimated at between 150 
to 50,000. 

On the issue of unemployment. 
Mr. Haj Hassan told the meeting 
that no foreign worker should be 
brought into Jordan unless it can 
be shown that his skills are not 
available in the local workforce. 

“I reiterate the importance of 
employing Jordanians and the 
need to open up new employment 


and job opportunities.’' said the 
minister, who has been trying to 
find immediate, short- and 
long-term solutions for 
unemployment since his 
appointment two years ago. 

Mr. Haj Hassan also called on 
all Jordanian job-seekers, 
regardless of their qualifications 
and work experience, to register 
their names at the Kingdom's 
employment offices in a bid to 
help them search for employment 
opportunities. 

Data on workforce 

Referring to another scheme. 
Mr. Haj Hassan called on all 
employment offices to "urgently" 
provide the ministry with special 
forms which were earlier 
circulated amongst private 
business institutions requesting all 
information on the numbers of 
workers, their qualifications etc... 
to be fed into the' ministry's 
computer tystem for analysis. 

Two months ago, Mr. Haj 
Hassan announced die circulation 
of these forms and set the deadline 
for their completion as Dec. 5U. 
The forms are designed to provide 
information to the government on 
the characteristics of the 
Jordanian labour force, the 
structure of the market and its 
needs. 


CAEU draws 
up working 
plan for ‘87 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Council 
of Arab Economic Unity (CAEU) 
advisory committee has 
completed the 1987 working 
programme for the council's 
general secretariat. The 
programme includes a number of 
even ts, activities, symposiums and 
studies aimed at outlining the 
impact of economic policies on 
Arab economic integration, the 
effect of die world economic 
recession on Arab economies as 
well as the role of joint Arab 
economic action. 

A study on the goals and 
policies of regional development 
and their reflections on integrated 
development and Arab trade as 
well as the Arab Common Market 
will also be conducted within this 
programme. 

The programme also includes 
an analytical study on the present 
conditions of Arab social and 
economic development, its major 
ups and downs, as well as the role 
of integrated Arab development 
in achieving self-reliance. 

In the agricultural field, the 
programme includes a study on 
Arab agricultural coordination 
and integration and their roles in 
comprehensive planning for Arab 
agricultural development to 
achieve Arab food security. 


Seminar on architecture 
ends with suggestions on 
town, country planning

AMMAN — A seven-day seminar 
on architecture and related issues 
wound up its meetings on Monday 
and issued several 
recommendations, including 
suggestions for drawing up a 
comprehensive pl ann ing strategy 
and setting 14 } a central data and 
information bank to serve the 
Kingdom's engineering sector. 

Participants in the seminar, 
entitled "Amman.,, the city and 
the citizen,'' also stressed that 
local planning and consultative 
engineering firms be given more 
say in the implementation of local 
projects. 

Local firms are qualified and 
should be given total supervision 
over locally-implemented 
projects, or if this is not feasible 
that should at least have a share 
with foreign companies which are 
implementing projects in the 
Kingdom, the recommendation 
said. 

Other recommendations 
adopted at the end of the seminar, 
which has inaugurated by Her 
Majesty Queen Noor, covered 
means to improve the trac^a 
sector in the Kingdom, the 
organisation of urban areas and 


the outskirts of towns, comments 
on the recently-introduced 
Greater Amman Municipality law 
and other topics related to 
architecture and town planning. 

An exhibition of designs, 
sketches and models of roads and 
houses in Amman was held on the 
side lines of the seminar, held at 
the Professional Associations' 
Complex. 

Engineer Ra'ed Naber was 
awarded first prize at the end of 
the seminar for his design of a 
multi-storey recreational centre, 
imaginatively drawn to fit on a 
parking lot adjacent to the court 
premises in downtown Amman. 

Working papers 

During the last day of the 
seminar participants reviewed two 
working papers; one presented 
Dr. Sari Naser from the University 
of Jordan and the second by Dr. 
Taleb A1 Rifai. 

The first paper reviewed the 
university's experience in social 
interaction in Jordan through its 
construction projects and the 
second dealt with the history of 
construction in Amman and 
socio-political relations with the 
construction business in the 
country. 


Designs for JD8m mail sorting centre underway 


AMMAN (Petra) — The initial 
design layout for a JD S million 
electronic mail sorting centre to 
handle Jordan's international and 
local postal services has 
commenced, Mr. Mansour Ibn 
Tariff under secretary at the 
Ministry of Communications, said 
on Monday. 

Mr. Ibn Tarif said that the 
protected centre, on which work 


will begin soon, will have a total 
built-up area of 12.000 square 
metres on an area of land owned 
by the Communications Ministry. 

The buflding, to be situated 
near the Jordan radio and 
television station, will cover the 
Kingdom's mail sorting 
requirements for the coming 30 
years, Mr. Ibn Tarif added. 


He explained that the ministry 
offered tenders for the centre's 
studies to a local and a foreign 
contracting company in 
accordance with a Cabinet 
decision issued last year. Under 
the decision. Jordanian 
contracting companies were given 
a greater opportunity to execute 
national construction projects. 


Ministerial committee reviews 
proposals to ease unemployment 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Deputy Prime Minister Abdul 
Wahhab AJ Mqjali on Monday presided over a 
meeting of the ministerial committee in charge of 
remedying unemployment in Jordan and the 
committee studied proposals and suggestions put 
forward by sub-committees looking into the issue. 


The proposals included a 
request that various institutions, 
such as community colleges, 
private schools, municipalities and 
industrial companies, appoint 
their own doctors in coordination 
with the Ministry of Health. The 
proposals also included provisions 
for establishing private clinics in 
villages and rural areas and for 
providing broader health 
insurance coverage through the 
private sector. 

The committee also studied a 
proposal calling for supporting 
plans drawn up by the University 
of Jordan, including the proposed 
introduction of a diploma in 
maintenance in the various fields 
of engineering and another 
suggestion to give new graduates 
from the engineering faculty wider 
chances of appointment at various 
institutions and enforcing the 
legislation regarding the 
employment of Jordanian 
engineers in local contracting 
companies. 

The committee also discussed 
the Vocational Training 


Corporation’s (VTC) plan to 
qualify 5.000 students in various 
mechanical trades and ihe 
construction, electrical, hotel and 
agricultural sectors. 

The Prime Ministry’s advisor 
Ali AJ Hindawiand the committee 
members said that the committee 
will hold another meeting on 
Tuesday to continue discussions 
on special arrangements to 
remedy unemployment among 
graduates of universities and 
community col leges and to discuss 
the idea of establishing a company 
for marketing the labour force 
both locally and internationally. 

Monday's meeting also 
followed up on several issues 
raised during the committee's 
meeting last week which tackled 
foreign labourers and pre-service 
training centres. 

According to a well-placed 
official, the projected pre-service 
training programme is bound to 
absorb about 7.000 to 8 .U 0 U 
job-seekers in four-month courses 


set to qualify them for new job 
vacancies. 

According to the official, the 
government has already adopted 
certain mechanism under whieh 
local manpower will gradually 
replace foreign labourers, but it 
has not been implemented as yet. 

On unemployment amongst 
postgraduates, primarily holders 
of medicine and engineering 
faculties degrees, the official said 
the government was planning an 
expansion of medical and 
engineering services with a view to 
absorb" more of the 
unemployment postgraduates. 

The \TC was also called upon 
to accommodate approximately 
5.0UO undergraduate job-seekers 
within a scheme geared to 
rehabilitate and qualify the 
unskilled people to fill in the 
unemployment gap. the official 
said. 

The aforementioned short-rerm 
solutions will, it is hoped, absorb 
some 1 3 . i.IUO unemployed people, 
that is nearly half of the official 
unemployment rate in the 
Kingdom, the official noted. 

On the recent trends of workers 
lay-off by certain institutions, low 
payments and other job problems, 
the official said the government is 
putting asa top priority addressing 
unemployment and related issues 
and concrete resolutions will be 
worked oui in ihc near future. 



Dudin briefs Georgetown delegation 
on situation in the West Bank 


AMMAN (Petra) — A delegation 
from Georgetown University in 
Washington on Monday met 
Minister of Occupied Territories 
Affairs Marwan Dudin who spoke 
about the situation in the occupied 
West Bank and Israel's arbitrary 
measures designed to evict the 
Arab population from their 
homeland. The minister also 
spoke about Jordan’s measures to 
help the Arab inhabitants 
maintain their steadfastness. 

Mr. Dudin said that a just and 
comprehensive peace could be 
achieved in the region through an 


international conference to be 
attended by all concerrted parties 
and permanent members of the 
United Nations Security Council 
and on the basis of U.N. 
Resolution 242. 

He said that Israel's repressive 
measures in the occupied Arab 
lands are outrageous and violate 
all principles of human rights and 
international law. The Israeli 
authorities have confiscated more 
than half of the Arab land in the 
occupied territory and have also 
been depriving the Arab 
inhab itan ts of the ir means of liv ing 


as well as torturing Arab detainees 
and imposing curfews on Arab 
towns and villages, the minister 
said. 

He also detailed the 
deteriora ting economic conditions 
of the occupied territories and said 
that the Jordanian government 
has been providing assistance to 
the Arab inhabitants and is trying 
to improve their conditions. The 
government, he added, plans to 
provide further help through a 
projected five-year development 
plan in the occupied territories.

AMMAN — With its contrasting 
features of blank forbidding walls 
■along the main street and inviting 
and varied facades of the tall 
tower blocks, the Jordan Islamic 
Bank’s huge housing project, 
"Rawdah" — now in its final 
stages of construction — is 
arousing much interest and 
speculation. Due to be completed 
by the beginning of 1987 at an 
estimated cost of J D 13.5 mflfion. 
the project commands a fine 
. position <m 44 square dunums of 
land that stretch back from the; 
University of Jordan road and 
reveals itself to be an almost ■ 
self-contained city within city 

that incorporates many traditional 

Arab ideas of living with more 
modem, universal ones. 

Designe d by the French based 
firm of architects, Barreth, in 
conjunction with the local office of 
Abufcurah, ihe complex comprises 
30 villas, seven high-rise 
residential towers consisting of 
. 213 - apartments, ■ a mosque, a 
school, a library, a civic hall and a 
shopping - centre with 
underground parking for aroun d 
300 cars. Representing the firm of 
Barreth oil. site is Antoaino 
Cascio, who explained that the 
concept behind the project was to 
return to the o W Islamic idea of 
privacy , . at . .the same time 
preserving the intimacy ; and 
. completeness of a , traditional 
Amb r .fowh .with, its souks - and 
. narrow streets that thread their 
between, high wailed houses. 


To some extent these aims have 
been achieved; a particularly 
pleasing feature of the complex 
being the pedestrian walkways 
that cross and recross the site free 
fro m cars, which have only limited 
access, and their accompanying 
trappings of noise, dust and 
pollution. Better still is the fact 
that these walkways, that pass by 
vine covered garages and borders 
of flowers, continue often through 
huge monumental arches, into the 
tower blocks forming a labrynth of 
paths that connect all the tower 
blocks together. 

Walkways 

Normally in a series of tower 
blocks, one would have to go all 
the way down one block to gam 
access to another. But in this 
complex, all the different levels in 
all the tower blocks are 
interlinked by the walkways. The 
feeling of continuity is further 
enhanced by -the many open 
skylights. Situated over small 
squares onto which the 
apartments open, these skylights 
aiim y sunshine to penetrate to the 
very base of tile blocks; the 
continually shifting patterns of 
Kgh r and shade' creating that 
peaceful calm, peculiar only to 
high-walled courtyards. Via 
ramps, tiie walkways finally end 
on different parts of the roof in 
Communal terraces with 
spectacular views across Amman . 

Both apartments and villas are 
based on the same modular design 
"and, large or small, they thus 
incorporate many of the _ same 
features while maintaining a

certain individuality in the layout. 
One of the most successful 
features is the double volume 
reception room which is 
overlooked by the family room on 
the second floor via open arched 
windows. The height and 
generally large dimensions erf this 
room gives .it an appropriate 
importance and atmosphere for its 
function, although this is 
sometimes gained at the expense 
of the rest of the rooms which tend 
to be (m the small side. Also, 
because both villas and 
apartments have been made as 


private as possible, a privacy 
achieved by only having windows 
that look out onto to their own 
courtyards and terraces, they tend 
to be on the dark side — an asset, 
however, in the summer when 
temperatures soar. 

All the residences have been 
finished to a very high standard 
and their 100 per cent wool fitted 
carpets, attractive wooden 
staircases, fully-equipped 
kitchens and full central heating 
will ultimately make them 
attractive buys. 


Textures and finishes 
The varying levels of the 
residential blocks gives them an 
interesting form which is further 
enhanced by the different textures 
of the precast concrete blocks 
from which the project has been 
constructed. These different 
finishes, created by specially 
prepared molds, simulate the 
. dressings on the stone used in local 
construction so that, from far. one 
could be forgiven for thinking the 
project is constructed from local 
limestone. The rougher textures., 
the “ fubsy” type finishes have 


been employed at the base of the 
building to ‘emphasise the feeling 
of weight and solidaritv while the 
finer finishes — the "ra’fajaT' are 
used at the top. The walls around 
the smalL communal gardens and 
those of the villas have been 
constructed in natural stone, their 
rural organic appearance lending 
a contrasting atmosphere to the 
site. 

The pedestrian walkways lead 
from the main residential blocks, 
past the mosque,' still m its early 
stages of construction. When 
fin idled it will have a large library, 
apartments for visiting 
researchers and the imam on the 
lower floor and a highly ornate, 
multi-domed prayer hall above. 
The walkways lead to ihe 
shopping centre and built over an 
underground car park, the shops 
are reached via a ramp which 
works its way around a central 
courtyard onto which all the shops 
look, finally ending in a roof 
garden.

The school 

Across from the shopping 
centre is the school, the design of 
which is particularly attractive. 
Entering through a large wrought 
iron gate, the visitor or pupil is led 
into the school by a wide flight of 
stairs which turns and divides at a 
fountain. The large classrooms 
individually open out onto a 
central courtyard which, along 
with the generally small scale erf 
the school, gives the place 
something of the charm of an old, 
traditional Jordanian 
“madraseh.*’

Timely link 


IT is good news that the Arab League has sent a representative to 
Saudi Arabia to conduct talks with the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference (OIC) over ways to institutionalise their relationships. 
The talks between the two organisations began in Jeddah yesterday 
when an envoy of Secretary-General of the Arab League Chadli Klibi 
met with OIC chief ShariAjddin Pfrzadeb. 

The talks should come as no surprise in view of the organic link that 
is already existiig between the two organisations. If there is any 
surprise, it comes from the fact that such talks had not started any 
earlier. The areas where the two organisations can cooperate and 
coordinate their efforts are endless, ami it stands to reason therefore 
that the two sides should pool these efforts to solve their common 
problems and conflicts. We know that the Arab League has many 
working relationships with many other organisations — regional as 
well as mternatioaal; and as such its impending new working 
relationship with the OIC would be a continuation of the functional 
path which the league has undertaken since its inception. Likewise the 
OIC has already established functional relationships with many 
regional and international organisations since its creation. The cycle 
of relationships most therefore be completed with the initiation of 
institutionalised contacts and cooperation. 

hi wishing this new emerging relationship every success, we also 
voice our concern and fear that it might not add much to the already 
incomplete functions of each organisation. Hie Arab Leslie needs 
much overhauling and revamping in order to become an 
action -orim ted regional organisation .U has evolved «»ry little since it 
'came into bemg and m order to be a helping hand to the OIC, it first 
has to be in a healthier state of affairs. Otherwise it would only add 
frustration and impotency to the OIC which is relatively young and 
inexperienced .The two skies can certainly complement or»e another in 
their endeavours; but to do so effectively, both must be strong and 
healthy in their own respective right. Before them are very critical and 
pressing issues, on top of which are the Iran-Iraq war, the Palestinian 
problem, general inter-Arab relations and mter-Islaraic relations. 
How they deal with such problems and in what manner they address 
them is the real tadc that lies ahead. 

The Islamic conference which is due to be held in Kuwait later this 
month offers a good opportunity to study and define this task. Let us 
hope thatenougb progress is made at the current Jeddah talks in order 
to present the Muslim and Arab leaders with something solid to buDd 
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Al Ra’i: Arab-Islamic interests 


WE all are agreed on the fact thatan Arab or Islamic summit meeting 
would be totally against the interest of the enemies of Arab and 
Muslim nations, but we should also reaffirm the fact that any 
obstruction laid in the path of convening such summits constitutes a 
hostile action to the Arab and Muslim nations. The forthcoming 
summit in Kuwait gains added significance because it Is being held at 
a location close to the Gulf war, but such a summit is drawing hostile 
attitudes from the Iranian regime and other forces working against 
the interests of the Arab Nation . Therefore, we can say that any party 
that objects to the convening of the coming summit, or tries to 
hamper this important gathering, can only be classified as an enemy 
of the Arabs and Islam and harbours vindictive and evil designs 
directed against the Arab Nation and its higher interests. 
The coming summit is a golden chance for the Arab and Muslim 
leaders to discuss means of saving the nation from further sufferings 
and divisions and disputes that can only benefit the common 
enemies. We hope that the majority of Muslim leaders will attend the 
summit regard less of those who opt to keep aloof with or without any 
given reason. If, on the other hand, the Kuwait summit fails to be 
convened then several more years might go by before another such 
important gathering could be arranged. This, if it happens, would no 
doubt lead to further breaches in Arab and Islamic solidarity and a 
further weakening of Arab and Muslim ranks. 


Al Dustour: Beware of Iranian moves 


IRAN has been maintaining an information campaign directed 
against the forthcoming Islamic summit meeting due to be held in 
Kuwait this month. It has not satisfied itself by turning down an 
invitation to attend, but it has gone ahead with threats against the 
convening of such a summit in Kuwait, claiming that the country was 
not safe, being close to the field of operations of the on-going Gulf 
war. The Tehran regime has been threatening to wreck the meeting 
and urging other Islamic nations to refrain from attending. This 
sabotage activity is not intended against Kuwait alone but it is rather 
directed against the Muslim countries at large, because Tehran does 
not want Islamic countries to discuss Iran's aggression on Iraq or the 
Iranian regime's rejection of all mediation bids by the Organisation 
of Islamic Conference (OIC) to end the conflict. Furthermore, Iran’s 
sabotage is directed against Arab countries and their solidarity and 
support for Iraq in its endeavour to repel aggression. Iran followed 
the same policy against the Arab and Muslim nations during the 1 982 
□on -aligned meeting in Baghdad and feels its duty to undermine 
solidarity among Third World countries which continue to strive for 
peace that is shunned by Iran and other forces hostile to the Arab and 
Muslim nations. We hope that ail Iran's attempts will be doomed, and. 
we warn other Arab countries against supporting Tehran's sabotage 
activities because such moves are detrimental to the Arab Nation. 


Saw! Al Shaab: Iran makes an about-face 


TEHRAN is nowadays busy with issuing threats to Islamic countries 
in general and Kuwait in particular, warning them against holding an 
Islamic summit meeting in Kuwait later this month. At the start of 
this campaign , Tehran claimed that Kuwait was not a secure and safe 
place for the high-level meeting, but later it changed its tune into 
issuing open threats for those planning to attend. The Iranians 
probably escalated their campaign against the coining summit when 
the Arab countries began a wide-spread campaign to rally support 
for it. But it is to be noted that Iran had announced its acceptance of a 
Kuwaiti invitation to take part in the summit before the recent 
devastating defeat it suffered in Shat Al Arab waterway, and this 
implies that its rejection of the su mmi t emanated from' the weak 
position in which Tehran has now found itself after the battle in 
which thousands of Iranians were slain. Had the latest Iranian 
offensive achieved the slightest success, we are sure that Tehran’s 
position vis-a-vis the coming parley would have been reversed. As 
the Iranian threats and diplomatic offensive against the coming 
summit continue and escalate, we bear reports of fresh massing of 
Iranian troops along the Iraqi bonier in a new attempt to penetrate 
Iraq’s defence lines. Perhaps with the new move, the Iranians hope to 
impress the leaders of the Islamic nations and persuade them not to 
attend the summit. 
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1987 may be year of new Egypt-Arab links

CAIRO — A decade after then -President Anwar Sadat outraged the 
Arab Worid by travelling to occupied Jerusalem, 1987 is shaping up 
as a year in which Egypt may get back on official talking terms with 
most Arab states. 

President Hosni Mubarak or top aides have recently met or 
exchanged messages with leaders of several countries which cut ties 
with Cairo in 1979 over its separate peace treaty with Israel and 
suspended it from the Arab League. 

A common cause — support for Iraq in its six-year-old war with 
Iran — has been the main catalyst for better relations, especially with 
Saudi Arabia and the Guif states. 

Neutral diplomats here rule out a rapprochement only with Libya 
and Syria, because of their backing for Iran in the Gulf war and 
ingrained hostility towards Egypt. 

A sen lor Egyptian official summed up the tone of messages sent to 
Cairo by other Arab leaders last year as:" We are not working against 
you and we feel your role is vital." 

Relations have warmed noticeably with Saudi Arabia, which sent a 
consignment of wheataid. In July, King Fahd gave his first interview 
to a Cairo newspaper for several years, saying: "Egypt is not even a 
second away from our hearts." 

Kuwaitseata food shipment after police riots here last February, a 
short-lived national crisis, in what the official described as a 
“symbolic but significant gesture." 

Western diplomats think it likely that Gulf states, despite reduced 
oil income, will give Egypt cash aid to help it with a current heavy 
debt repayment burden. 


Egypt was readmitted last month to the Federation of Arab 
Chambers of Commerce and the Arab Football Federation. 

“It’s all wanning up. If s fike ping-pong diplomacy,” said one 
diplomat, referring to China's 1970s strategy of using sporting 
contacts to develop ties with countries whose governments did not 
then recognise Peking. 


Last September, Djibouti became the first Arab country since 
Jordan in 1 984 to restore links with Cairo severed in 1979 by all Arab 
states except Oman, Somalia and Sudan. 

Mubarak's attendance at the January 26 Kuwait summit of the 
Organisation of Islamic Conference (OIC), to which. Egypt was 
readmitted in 1984 after a five-year suspension, will give his Arab 
friends an opportunity to welcome the most populous Arab state 
back to the fold. 

Some Cairo diplomats believe the summit could feature a separate 
Arab gathering involving Egypt and those states ready to sit at the 
same table. 


Egyptians reject suggestions that restoration of ties would mean 
Egypt’ s rejoining the Arab fold. They say they never left and Egypt is 
still the fulcrum of Arab power and culture. 

The old Arab League headquarters here remains open and houses 
occasional conferences on Arab themes. Although non-Egyptian 
league bureaucrats work at its new base in Tunis, Cairo continues to 
pay the league's Egyptian staff. 


Mubarak's speeches feature passages deploring the lack of Arab 
unity and criticising Libya and Syria for backing Iran. 

But be avoids any suggestion chat he is eager for restored relations 
with Arab states, and has said he does not want to embarrass other 
leaders by piling on the pressure. 

"Egypt is not requesting anyth mg from anybody," he said recently. 

Egyptian officials say that what really matters is that personal, 
trade, cultural and economic ties with other Arab states, especially 
those in the Gulf, are growing without the formality of official 
diplomatic links — as is Egypt's military aid to Iraq. 


Such a meeting would bring the wheel of Middle East history 
almost full circle since Sadat defied the bulk of Arab opinion to make 
his November 1977 journey to Jerusalem and embark on the 
U.S .-brokered Camp David talks with the Israelis that led to the 
separate peace pact. 

This policy was also a reason fr his assassination in 1981. 

The awkward relationship with Israel is a dominant feature of 
Egyptian policy. Most other Arab states, while not accepting it, 
appear to have got used to it. 

“Apart from Syria and Libya, they are not really working against 
us in the peace process.” a senior official told Reuters. 


Arab investment in Egypt has increased to about SI billion, 
Egypt's investment authority reports. 

Most Arab League states maintain well-staffed missions here — 
“interests sections'' operating under other nations' flags as embassies 
in all but title. 

Egyptian officials detect a trend to more senior representation, 
and several missions, including those of Kuwait and Iraq, are headed 
by diplomats of ambassadorial rank. 

Arab tourists flock to Cairo and some two million Egyptian 
labourers and professionals work in other Arab stales, providing 
Egypt with its biggest source of hard currency. 


Security Council is impotent in the 


face of defiance by many nations

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UNITED NATIONS - Defiance 
of Security Council resolutions, 
which are legally binding, is 
routine and raises questions about 
the effectiveness of the council as 
the U.N.'s primary guarantor of 
peace.

Question: Who defies the 
resolutions? 

Answer: Several states, chief 
among them Israel. South Africa 
and Iran.

South Africa has defied 
resolutions demanding that it 
dismantle its system of racial 
separation and dozens of orders 
that it give independence to 
Namibia, also known as South- 
West Africa.

Vietnamese keep alert watch on 


mountainous border with China

QUANG HAN, Vietnam — 
Major Noag Van Deng and the 
men of Frontier Unit 171 shiverin 
the winter winds, watching for 
armed Chinese they say tiy to slip 
across the valleys of the rocky Phia 
Khao mountains into Vietnam. 

“If nothing happens, we are 
glad, not bored,” Deng said, 
constantly rubbing his hands for 
warmth against near-freezing 
temperatures inside his thinly 
walled command post just under 
three kilometres from the 
mountainous border. 

For the past eight years, Deng 
has been taking part in sporadic 
fighting along the spectacularly 
beautiful frontier. 

A 17-day war in early 1979 left 
tens of thousands of casualties on 
both sides, a bitter legacy of 
mistrust, and a 1,300 kilometre 
border on constant military alert. 

China, however, has yet to 
deliver what it calls its “second 
lesson" to the Vietnamese. 

Prince Norodom Sihanouk, the 
Kampuchean resistance leader, 
has quoted Chinese leader Deng 
Xiaoping as saying Peking will not 
launch a second attack because it 
wants to show the world it is 
committed to the United Nations 
Charter and to the peaceful 
resolution of conflicts. 

But. Sihanouk added. Deng 
said China would continue clashes 
all along the frontier to pressure 
the Vietnamese to withdraw from 
Kampuchea. 

Vietnamese forces invaded 
I'ampuchea after a series of 
'order clashes with Kampuchean 
troops in 1977-78 and installed a 
rebel communist regime the 
Chinese regard as a puppet. 

Vietnam, having fought off a 
succession of Chinese invasions 
since 111 B.C., maintains 600 ,000 
infantrymen at the frontier. 
Western diplomats say. 

Since their 1 979 fighting. China 
and Vietnam have traded 
frequent accusations of artillery 
and mortar attacks, 
battalion-sized incursions, 
“land-grabbing” assaults that left 
dozens of casualties, and assorted 
acts of sabotage. 

Six visiting Western reporters 
saw no evidence of any recent 
major fighting during a brief 
guided tour of Vietnam's Gao 
Bang province, which includes 
Ouang Han. Cao Bang juts out 


China and Vietnam fought bloody border 
battles in 1979 and skirmishes have 
occurred ever since. An Associated 
Press correspondent recently visited a 
Vietnamese military outpost on the 
mountain border and filed this report. 


like finger into China's Quangxi 
province. 

The reporters saw a few 
sparsely guarded military 
checkpoints. Occasionally, small 
bands of soldiers with automatic 
rifles were seen trudging up the 
mountain passes. A few 
truckloads of unarmed troops 
edged up rocky roads, twisting 
around limestone mountains that 
plunge into deep, terraced valleys. 

Otherwise, the misty highlands 
were quiet but for the scamper of 
wild pigs and the ducking of 
chickens.

The ministers agreed: “That 
there was an urgeot need to 
enhance the effectiveness of the 
Security Council in discharging its 
principal role of maintaining 


international peace and security.'

Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar, reporting to the 
General Assembly this fall, said 


two needs must be met to save the 
credibility of the United Nations. 
The superpowers must overcome 
their distrust and cooperate within 
the Security Council, especially in 
settling regional issues, and ail 
states must see it is in their interest 
to see that the Security Council 
resolutions are respected. 

Q: Why doesn't this happen? 

A: Neither the superpowers nor 
many other states are willing to 
heed demands of die council 
which clash with whai they see as 
their national interests.

Hong Kong faces critical decade

HONG KONG — Hong Kong has 
withstood the initial sbock of an 
uncertain political future but it 
faces new and critical tests in the 
decade leading to the transfer of 
power to China in 1997, 
businessmen and economists say. 

They told Reuters that growing 
debate over political reform could 
harm the British colony's 
humming economic machine and 
slow growth over the next 10 
years. 

Under a Sino-British 
agreement signed in 1984 Hong 
Kong will revert to Chinese rule 
on July 1, 1997, but wfll retain its 
capitalist system for 50 years 
afterwards. 

The accord, reached after two 
years of often bitter wrangling, led 
to a rebound in hard-hit property 
prices and the Hang Seng index, 
the colony's main stock market 
barometer. The index dosed the 
year on Wednesday at a new high 
of 2,568.30, up from a low of 746 
in July, 1984. 

But Hong Kong faces tough 
questions such as how its 
legislature, now filled by 
appointment and indirect 
e-lectioa, should be selected. 

Reforms in the process would 
be viewed warily both by China’s 
communist rulers, who have 
warned against rapid change, and 
the territory's conservative 
businessmen. 

Lord Kadoorie, chairman of a 
big local utility, China Light and 
Power, told shareholders: “The 
next few years are critical for our 
future development. 

“I urge those who advocate 
rapid and significantchange to our 
established systems to consider 
the divisive effect they have on our 
people at a time when unity is so 
essential.” 

Other businessmen echo those 


concerns. 


James McGregor, director of 
the General Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “His will be a 
critical period of appraisal. We 
must not seriously erode business 
confidence.” 

Economists said political 
uncertainties in the years ahead 
may lead management and skilled 
labour to leave. 

Already there are signs that 
local business is taking out 
insurance over the future by 
diversifying overseas. 

Last month a big property and 
trading firm, Hutchison 
Whampoa and an affiliate spent 
more than 2.7 billion dollars 
(3345 million) on a major stake in 
Canada’s Husky Oil. 

The same group bought a 4.9 
per cent stake in Pearsons, a 
British publishing and energy 
concern, in September. 

Foreign companies, with much 
less of their wealth in Hong Kong, 
have moved in to fill part of the 

gap- 

Australian entrepreneur Alan 
Bond spent 1.4 billion dollars 
(3180 million) in October buying 
prime residential property from a 
leading local property firm. 
Hongkong Land. 

U 3. -based newspaper magnate 
Rupert Murdoch has relieved the 
biggest local bank, Hongkong 
and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation, of its controlling 
stake in the colony's main 
EngEsh -language daily, the South 
China Morning Post. 

“We will see from now until 
1990 a sort of musical diairs with 
local capitalists liquidating assets 
as a form of insurance," said

“Those sectors which require 
long-term investments with fixed 
assets will find it difficult,” he said, 
adding that textiles and 
electronics, two of the texritoiy’s 
main exports, would be hurt.

Hong Kong's property market, 
while rebounding from its 1984 
trough, has seen a disturbing trend 
of rents rising faster than property 
prices. 

“The closer we get to 
1990-1991, landlords may want 
higher yields to compensate for 
capital value risk,” said Peter 
Chu rehouse, managing director of 
research at real estate firm Jones 
Lang Wootton. 

Analysts said factors beyond 
Hong Kong’s control such as the 
economic health of its major 
export market, the United States, 
and the political climate in China 
will also play key roles in the local 
economy's performance. 

But if the changes ahead 
present -challenges, there are also 
new opportunities. ' 

China' has already become 
Hong Kong's second biggest 
export market after the United 
States and Peking’s . march 
towards economic modernisation 
has created new demand for 
capital and technology. 

But economists .said it was still 
too eariy to ten whether this would 
offset problems in the coming 
years. 

Kwan of Business loternatxmal 
said: “We have another two years 
of strong growth but if s still a big 
question mark for. three to five 
years later." 
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Jordan — treasure house of history

AMMAN— There is a phrase in 
French “embarras de cboix” 
whidt means to be confused by the 

amount of things to choose from. 
Such a comment can be applied to 
Jordan. There is in Jordan such a 
wide range of things to see or to 
do, that one could easily become, 
embarras de choix.*' 

_ Let me try to explain this variety 
historically, to begin with. 

Amma n, the capital of Jordan 
has been shown by recent 
excavations to have been 
inhabited in the early Bronze Age 
— 2,000 to 3,000 years B.C. — but 
the museum at Jabal Qala’a, the 
Citadel, which is a most to visit, 
has artifacts found in Amman, 
dated 400,000 years ago. At 
Azraq, an oasis about an hour's 
drive east of Amman, hand 
and other stone tools found 
indicate that Stone Age bands of 
hunters lived in the region 
100,000 years before that, 
possibly hunting the animals that 
came to drink at the waters of the 
enormous lake that was there until 
about 20,000 years ago when the 
area dried up and the deserts of 
Syria and Arabia were formed. 

1 find that this sort of history is 
beyond my grasp and I therefore 
look toward more understandable 
dates and occurrences. Weil, here, 
we have a treasure house in 
Jordan. 

Amman as a name almost 
certainly comes from the 
Ammonites (or vice versa) who 
were in this part of Jordan, with 
the Edomites in the south and the 
Moabites on the hills to die east of 
the Dead Sea and to the south of 
t life Ammonites, about 1280 B.C. 
'This is some 600 years after 
Abraham arrived in die land of 
Canaan and 300 years after Jacob 
went to Egypt and Egypt took 
control of Palestine, hi fact, the 
most interesting Crusader castle in 
the area, at Karak, was known as 
Oak des Moabites, or Kir-Mbab, 
at times in its long history. 

The Phoenician empire was 
about 1300 B.C., with Moses 
being shown the “promised land " 
from Mount Nebo, in the land of 


Moab, about this tone. All this and 
more is m Jordan. It is even 
possible to visit the historical sites 
in occupied West Bank, and the 
cities of occupied Jerusalem and 
Bethlehem. 

A car ride of less than an hour 
from Amman brings one to 
Madaba where some of the finest 
mosaics preserved from the 
.Byzantine empire are to be found. 
Six miles to the northwest of this 
ancient (Bronze Age) town in 
Jabal Siyagha (“Siyagh” means 
monastery in aiamaic), from 
where on a dear day one can see 
the Dead Sea and even the towers 
of the Mount of Olives in 
Jerusalem; at njght the lights of 
Jerusalem may dearly be seen. 

Nearby but lower down the lull, 
and easy car ride, is the spring that 
still flows where Moses struck the 
rock with his staff and water 
gushed forth. When I visited the 
spring recently 1 asked to see the 
actual spot where the rock had 
been struck and was shown to a 
manhole cover which when lifted 
revealed a cistern . I was also led to 
a spot about 200 metres from the 
cistern where water flowed from 
the diffside, albeit from an iron 
pipe. I drank from this water and 
found it sweet and refreshing. 

Quite apart from such 
auspicious history, Jordan can 
look upon and show evidence of 
Nabataeans, Roman, Greek, 
Byzantine and many other 
incursions and influences, not to 
mention the Crusaders. 

The Romans must have been 
particularly drawn to Amman. 
With its seven hills it must have 
seemed like a home away horn 
home, having as well a climate 
similar to tfaatof Rome. They built 
a large amphitheatre which is to 
this day to be seen and indeed is 
used, in downtown Amman. 
Called at that time Philadelphia, 
Amman was the headquarters of 
the Roman forces in Arabia. They 
extended Jerash (Gerasa of the 
Bible) from its Phoenician and 
Nabataean be ginning s and in fact 
so beautiful a town was it that it 
was used as a holiday town for 
retired senior government 
employees of the Roman Empire,

NEW YORK — Bruce Davidson 
doesn't dodge bullets or risk his 
life to bring pictures of wars or 
world disasters to newspaper 
readers, but many might think he 
showed as much courage to 
produce his latest book of 
pbotographs. 

He spent more than a year 
riding the New York subway. 

‘‘I felt I wanted to transform the 
vulgar beast into something 
beautiful," he said. 

For that, Davidson went down 
into foe world’s most daunting 
underground railway system, 
which carries more than a million 
passengers a day and where more 
than 1,000 crimes are committed 
every month, from pickpocketing 
to rape and murder. 

Many New Yorkers are so 
petrified of the noisy, sometimes 
antiquated, rat-infested and 
graffiti-daubed cars and tunnels 
that they would rather pay several 
times more than the SI flat fare for 
a cab than set foot in the subway. 

Davidson was mugged once, 
had his camera stolen, was 
threatened with violence, verbally 
abused and surrounded by a 
teenage gang armed with daggers. 

“There’s a certain amount of 
hostility,” he said. 

“There's always the possibility 
of danger, but it doesn’t always 
come out," Davidson told Reuters 

in an interview. 

.The 53 -year-old photographer 
.spends most of his professional 
tirrift taking technical pictures for 
commercial brochures and 
advertisements. 

His real interest though, is the 
human condition, seen in the lives 
'of ordinary people whether they 
five in the slums of New York orin 
rural shacks in foe south that 
Davidson photographed during 
the civil rights movement of the 
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The Khazanah at Petra 
a rest and recuperation centre. 

Today Jerash is the 
best-preserved and largest Roman 
and Byzantine ruin in foe world, 
the sheer size and magnificence of 
which brings an involuntary gasp 
of admir ation, and to see foe 
wheel marks of chariots worn into 
the hard stone gives one an idea of 
how busy it must have been in 
those times. Today, largely due to 
the efforts of Queen Noor, Jerash 
is the scene of spectacular Son et 
Lumiere shows in a variety of 
languages. Jerash is only an hour 
from Amman by car. 

Some fifty miles south of 
Madaba is Karak, where the 
wailed town contains a Crusader 
castle of importance, built on the 
site of a previous Roman fort and 
later added to by Salah-al-Din 
(Salad in). This castle, with its 
maze of secret passages by use of 
which the defender could 
counterattack an enemy from 
almost any direction, lies on the 
King’s Highway. 

A shorter route is by way of the 
Desert Highway, but if time can be 
spared foe journey between 
Madaba and Karak is of foe most 
outstanding beauty. At times the 
road, with its sheer drops, can be 
aweinspiring. 

* A further 100 miles or so to the 
south brings us to that “rose-red 


city half as old as time” that foe 
poet Dean Burgon wrote of after 
its rediscovery by the Swiss 
explorer John Burckhardt in foe 
early 19th century, Petra has got 
to be high point of any visit to 
Jordan and needs a whole day or 
more to appreciate it property. 

The only entrance to foe canyon 
which contains foe outstanding 
rock build ings carved into the rock 
by the Nabataeans, is by way of a 
narrow defile, called foe “Siq." 
The Siq is in places so narrow and 
its walls so high one feels that they 
must meet overhead. The Siq is 
about two miles in length and 
although it is better to walk in 
order to best enjoy the carvings in 
the rocks through this passage, 
one can hire a horse for a small 
sum. These horses are quiet and 
the owner , usually a small boy , will 
accompany you in any case. 

When one has convinced 
oneself that the defile must come 
to a dead end one is suddenly 
faced by foe awe-inspiring facade 
of foe Khazanah, the Treasury. 

Reluctantly you will leave Petra 
and now for another change of 
pace. Aqaba is so dose that that 
must be the next stop. Aqaba 
contains all foe delights of a 
modem seaside resort Sailing, 
boating, windsurfing, waterskiing 
and just plain swimming or 


sunbathing are all here. Should 
your interests lie in snoxkeling or 
diving then real delights await 
you . The waters of the Red Sea are 
so clear and -possess such 
properties that more corals are to 
be found here than in any other 
part of foe world. The fish are 
brightly coloured and abundant. 
The beaches are a delight and 
seafood is a gourmet's dream. 

Drag yourself away from these 
pleasures and take a trip to the 
Wadi Rum. Here you can take a 
day trip, or longer, by camel, 
should you feel like camping 
beneath foe stars in a Bedouin 
encampment sleeping in a bayt 
shaar, a goat hair tent. Should a 
camel not be quite to yourliking,a 
four-wheel-drive vehicle can be 
hired together with a guide to 
explore the wonders of foe desert 
ana rocks where the legendary 
adventurer Lawrence, with foe 
help of foe Great Arab Revolt 
drove foe Turks from the area that 
they had claimed as the Ottoman 
empire. 

Incidentally, here, in the hills 
that enclose foe wadi, can easily be. 
seen how foe land was laid down 
beneath foe sea during foe Great 
Flood at the time of Noah. 

You have not in any way 
exhausted the marvels of this truly 
varied country in such a relatively 
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1960s. 

He has been acclaimed for that 
work and for a previous book, 
“East 100th Street,” about the 
ghettos of foe Bronx area of New 
York. 

‘ His latest work, entitled 
“Subway." contains sixty 
remarkable pictures of a 
subterranean world where riders 
are crammed together in a way 
which through his lens is both 
frightening and seductive. 

There are touching moments, 
like three little children looking 
out through graffiti-covered train 
windows onto a magical coney 
island amusement park 

The hard edge comes in the shot 
of a menacing gang of teenagers 
on a Queens platform, or a 
homeless old woman in a train car, 
or foe fear in foe eyes of a 
well-dressed couple looking so out 
of place in foe squalor of a 
subway car. 

“The subway is foe closest thing 
to a metaphor for these times. 
There’s such a compression of 
people in foe subway from all 
walks of life — it's a social 
equaliser,” said Davidson. 

“It’s also probably one of the 
most inhumane places on foe face 
of the earth. Anyone entering it is 
demoralised and dehumanised 
and inunediatetiy faced with their 
own mortality." 

He recounted how one time, he 
saw a man enter a car smoking and 
sit next to a woman. A man told 
him smoking was banned bat the 
smoker was abusive and refused to 
stop. 

“Well, 1 had my camera ready, 
think ing something was going to 
happen, when suddenly the little 
old lady next to him reaches over, 
takes foe cigarette out of his 
mouth, throw It on the floor and 
ships on it. All foe men did 
nothing, including me.” He 
missed the shot. 
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Most of the nearly half a million people who went west on the 
Oregon Trail did not ride their horses or wagons, but walked 
the 2,000 miles to the Pacific.

American death row is growing, rapidly a 
decade after capital penalty was restored

HUNTSVILLE. Texas - In the 
chilly midnight still, the state of 
Texas sent a lethal mix of poisons 
coursing through Michael Wayne 
Evans' veins. 

Strapped to a specially designed 
table, Evans finished a brief 
statement and closed his eyes. 
“I’m sony,” he said, took several 
shallow breaths and died. 

Evans died for brutal 
robbery-murder of a church 
pianist, a crime that took place a 
few months after Gary Gilmore’s 
Jan. 17, 1977, death by firing 
squad ended a 10-year national 
moratorium on executions. 

In the 10 years from Gilmore’s 
controversial execution to Evan's 
quiet death in Dec., 66 men and 
one woman have been put to 
death. 

The U.S. supreme court ruled in 
1976 that states could restore the 
death penalty. The decision came 
a decade after foe court had 
outlawed capital punishment. 

In the years to come, death row 
is likely to become more 
entrenched, more routine and 
more efficient in the numbers it 
sends to foe executioner. 

Today, the U.S. death row 
population is four times as large as 
it was in 1977. Constitutional 
questions about capital 
punishment have become a body 
of law crowding court schedules. 

Yet debate over the death 
penalty has quieted. Despite 
arguments about its fairness and 
effectiveness. 86 per cent of foe 
people questioned in a new Media 
General-Associated Press poll 
favoured foe death penalty. 

Asked if the death penalty was 
appropriate for crimes other than 
murder, 47 per cent said yes, citing 
crimes such as rape, child 
molestation and drug dealing. 

Even opponents believe capital 
punishment will remain the law of 
the land through the next 
generation. 

“ We live in a culture that is in a 
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very bad mood,” said Henry 
Schwarzschild, head of the 
American Civil Liberties Union's 
capital punishment project. 
“People no longer want the death 
penalty as an answer to crime and 
violence. They want it because 
they think the ...(murderer) 
should die.” 

Death row’s population is 
booming: in 1977, 460 people 
were under death sentence ; today. 
1,838 await execution. 

• The rate of growth, an average 
of 250 new prisoners a year, shows 
no signs of slowing. 

“It’s a constant cause of 
concern,” said Richard Dugger, 
outgoing warden of Florida state 
prison in Starke. “We’re 
constantly displacing other 
inmates to make room for them.” 

The supreme court has issued 
some two dozen death penalty 
edicts in the past 10 years, making 
it one of the premier 
constitutional issues of the 
decade. 

Lower courts are swamped with 
death row appeals. Recently 
retired U.S. appeals court Judge 
John God bo Id estimated each 
death penalty case his court 
reviewed equalled 30 other cases 
in terms of time and effort. 

“The law in this area is very 
complicated," he said. "As soon 
as you lay one issue to rest, 
something crops up in other 
areas." 

But there are signs foe legal 
steps to execution are quickening. 

Ten years ago 60 per cent of 
death row inmates had sentences 
overturned or reduced. Today, rt 
is down to 40 per cent. 

Major constitutional issues used 
for appeals are becoming scarce as 
the supreme court rules on more 
and more cases. 

“As the body of case law 
continues to grow, we lose some 
issues and that cuts off avenues to 
pursue," said Tanya Coke, 
director of Research for the 
Defence Fund of foe National 
Association for foe Advancement 
of Coloured People. 
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In a major case now before the 
supreme court. McCleskey vs. 
Kemp, attorneys allege a racial 
bias in capital punishment, 
darning the murder of white 
victims is more likely to result in a 
death sentence than the killing of 
blacks. 

If foe court agrees, it could halt 
capita] punishment in the United 
States. 

If foe court reject foe argument, 
a major issue of appeal will 
disappear. Capital punishment 
opponents fear that would open a 
floodgate of executions. 

Those fighting the death 
penalty have another problem. 
The rising number of cases and the 
high financial and emotional costs 
have created a shortage of 
attorneys willing to handle death 
row appeals. Since nearly all 
clients are indigent, attorneys 
must take on such appeals for free. 

After some death row inmates 
in the state of Florida could not get 
representation, the state 
legislature last year created a state 
office of capital collateral 
representative to handle appeals. 

A key supporter was Florida 
Attorney General Jim Smith, a 
death penalty supporter who 
argued the office was needed for 
Florida to continue executions. 

The director of the new office, 
Larry Spaulding, said 10 staff 
attorneys averaged 80-hour 
weeks the first year to tiy to keep 
up with foe death warrants. 

“The problem is they gave us a 
10-year backlog of cases," 
Spaulding said. 

The hectic legal manoeuvring 
are far removed from those whose 
lives hang in foe balance. 

James “Doug” McCray has 
been on Florida's death row near 
13 years for the rape and beating 
death of a 67 -year-old woman. 
McCray once won a new trial, only 
to see the decision overturned.

SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP) — Brazil, led by “soccer 
king” Pele, beat Italy 3-0 Sunday in the second game 
of the new Pele Cup tournament, organised for 
countries that have won the World Cup at least 
twice. 


Under stormy skies, the soccer 
field soggy with water from heavy 
rains, soccer star Pele played 
before Brazilian crowds for die 
first time since 1974 and eager 
fans poured in to see him.

USSR offers to launch 
Third World satellites 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet Prime 
Minister Nikolai Ryzhkov said 
Monday that Moscow was 
prepared to launch satellites for 
Third World countries on 
preferential terms as part of its 
drive to enter the lucrative 
commercial spare market 

Mr. Ryzhkov, interviewed by 
the official news agency TASS, 
also pledged foil respect for the 
■secrecy of Western technology 
employed in satellites to be put in 
orbit by the Soviet Union. 

“As it enters the international 
market of spare technology and 
services, the Soviet Union, of 
course, must reckon with the laws 
of die market,** Mr. Ryzhkov said. 

“It is only natural that we 
expect to make some gains. At the 
same time, we shall be seeking to 
make the launch terms mutually 
advantageous, both to us and to 
the ch'ents,” be noted. 

“When orbiting spacecraft for 
developing countries, the Soviet 
Union is prepared to grant them 
substantial discounts," he added, 
saying that Moscow would insure 
the payloads. 

Asked about possible 
objections over the transfer of 
Western space technology to the 
Soviet Union, Mr. Ryzhkov said 
^foreign spacecraft would be 
exempted from customs 
inspection and could be moved to 
the launch site in sealed 
containers. 

“Foreign specialists will be able 


to escort their spacecraft and 
watch it being transported and 
installed on a carrier rocket It 
goes without saying that 
representatives of the client will 
be allowed into the cosmodrome ” 
be said. 

Mr. Ryzhkov said foreign 
devices could also be installed on 
Soviet spacecraft such as the Mir 
orbiting space station for 
scientific experimentation as part 
of a project for peaceful 
cooperation in space. 

Moscow, which has 
demonstrated growing confidence 
in its space programme recently, 
set up a new trade body last year to 
handle orders for launching 
satellites for other countries. 

In November, the Soviet 
Union offered to launch Thai 
communications satellites with 
full respect for any techncological 
secrets involved. Moscow has 
also launched a series of In dian 
satellites in recent years. 

Western analysts said the 
current Soviet drive to boost its 
participation in the commercial 
satellite market aimed to increase 
Moscow's hard currency earnings, 
which have fallen off due to toe 
decline in world oil prices. 

The analysts noted that tire 
renewed oner came at a time 
when commercial satellite 
launches have been crippled by a 
series of setbacks in the U 3. and 
European space programmes. 



Manila wants guarantees 
for expatriates in Mideast 

MANILA (AP) — The Philippine 
government has announced new 


'the hiring of 
workers for jobs in Saudi Arabia 
to make sure Filipinos do not get 
stranded there in disputes with 
their employers. 

The regulations, published 
Monday, require all prospective 
Saudi employers to submit 
corporate profiles of their 
companies to the Philippine 
ministry of labour and also verify 
tiie legality of any contracts. 

Enjoyment agencies which 
recruit Filipino workers must also 
submit letters of guarantee 
pledging that they will pay for the 
employees to return home and will 
secure exit visas for them if they 


lose their jobs or quit in labour 
disputes. 

Recruiting agencies which fail 
to do so or renege on their 
guarantees wQl be barred from 
doing business in the Philippines, 
the government said. 

More than 200,000 Filipinos are 
believed to be working in the 
Middle East in jobs ranging from 
engineers, doctors and nurses to 
domestics. 

The new regulations follow 
widespread complaints that 
Middle Eastern employees fail to 
honour promises regarding salary 
and working conditions and that 
workers who quit or lose their jobs 
face difficulties returning home. 


Mass resignations close 
Sri Lankan universities 


COLOMBO (R) — Deans and 
department beads in all eight Sri 
Lankan universities resigned 
Monday over a wage dispute with 
the government, their union 
leader said. 

As a result of the mass 
resignations, five universities due 
to reopen Monday for the new 
academic term remained dosed. 

Mr. Osmund Jayeratne, 
president of the University 
Teachers’ Association, told 
reporters the other three would 
have difficulty remaining open 
because no one could run them. 

He said about 80 deans and 
.department heads in the eight 
universities had quit. Another 90 
professors, working as student 
counsellors and wardens had also 
resigned. 


The union rejected a 
government offer to raise the 
academics' monthly cost of living 
allowances by op to 200 per cent 
and stuck to demands for a flat 
rate of 1 300 rupees ($52.6) from 
the present 300 rupees ($103). 

It wanted the increase as an 
interim measure until April while 
the government addressed 
demands for a salary rise. 

The union wants the minimum 
monthly salary of an assistant 
lecturer be raised to 2,550 rupees 
($90) from 1,700' rupees ($60) 
and that of the most senior 
fessor to 6300 rupees ($228) 
>m 4325 rupees ($159). 

Mr. Jayeratne said universities 
have bad problems attracting 
good teaching talent because of 
the salaries. 


Reagan seeks one 
dollar budget for 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — President Reagan 
Monday proposed die first one thousand billion 
dollar federal budget in U.S. history in a package for 
the 15188 financial year that is expected to encounter 
strong opposition in Congress. 


thousand billion 
next fiscal year 


President Reagan proposed 
$1,024 billion in government 
spending for the financial year 
beginning on Oct. 1. 

Even though the package 
includes the smallest requested 
increases in defence spending 
since President Reagan took 
office in 1981, the budget could be 
completely revised by Congress 
and defence spending could be 
further cut. 

The package also includes 
$42.4 bilfion in spending cuts and 
new revenues designed to meet a 
congressional ly mandated $108 
billion target for the 1988 
financial year. 

The administration projects 
revenuesof $91 6.6 billion, leaving 
a deficit of 5107.8 billion. 

In a message to Congress 
accompanying the budget plan. 
President Reagan, who was 
undergoing prostate surgery 
Monday at a naval hospital near 
Washington, said the main goal of 
the package was to assure a steady 
reduction in the huge federal 
deficit. 

“If this deficit is not brought 
under control by limiting 
government spending, we put in 
jeopardy all we have achieved,” 
President Reagan said. 

“Deficits brought on by 
-continued high spending threaten 
the lower tax rates incorporated in 
tax reform and inhib it progress in 
our balance of trade,” he noted. 

The administration estimated 
that the deficit for the current 
financial year, which began last 
October, would reach $1733 
bilfion, far above the $144 bQlion 
target set by law and higher than 
earlier administration and 
congressional projections. 

The 1988 budget total includes 
$312 billion for defence, an 
increase of three per cent above 
the infla tion rate. 

Because some of that money is 
to be spent in later years, actual 
1988 mifitaiy spending would be 
$297.6 billion. 

Congress, controlled by 
De mocrats who won control of the 
Senate from Reagan’s' 
Republicans in last November’s 
elections, has made clear it would 
not approve major increases in 
defence spending. 

The proposed spending level is 
significantly less than the defence 
department wanted. 

Proposed spending increases 
for President Reagan's “Star 
Wars” space-based defence 
programme are expected to be 
sharply curtailed by Congress. A 
request for more funds for 
development of the MX missile is 
also expected to run into trouble. 

To meet the deficit reduction 
target set by law, the 
administration proposed $18.7 
billion in domestic spending cuts 
and $22.4 billion in new 
revenues. It also estimated that 
the government would save $13 
bilfion because of lower interest 
costs for its borrowings. 


In a major revision. President 
Reagan proposed slashing $24 
bilfion from U3 , farm programme 
spending over a five-year period 
beginning in foe 1988 financial 
year. 

The budget proposes dropping 
a cap on direct payments to 
farmers and price support loans, 
closing loopholes in payment 
guidelines and removing 
meet] lives for production of major 
commodities. 

In his budget message. 
President Reagan said his 
proposals would “solve die farm 
problems once and for alL” 

He said that present farm 
programmes, which cost $253 
billion in the current financial 
year, require an enormous 
commitment of resources. “This 
situation is untenable and must be 
changed,” the president said. 

He proposed slashing spending 
for crop programmes to $20.96 
bilfion in financial year 1988. 

The new budget assumes that 
the VS. economy will ejqrand by 
32 per cent above inflation 
between the last quarter in 2986 
and the fourth quarter of 1 987, as 
announced by foe White House 
last month. 

It also assumes that the gross 
national product (GNP). the total 
value of goods and services 
produced by foe U3. economy, 
will expand by 3.7 per cent from 
the final quarter of 1 987 to the last 
three months of 1988. 

The budget projects that 
inflation, as measure dby the 
consumer price index (CPl). will 
be 33 percent in 1987 and 3.6 per 
cent in 1988. 

It projects unemployment at 6 3 
per cent in 1987 and 62 per cent 
in 1988. 

Democrats eye tax hikes 

Meanwhile, leading U.S. 
Democrats said Congress 
probably will explore tax 
increases, including an oil import 
fee and a surcharge on imports, to 
help meet the government's legal 
requkement to cut the federal 
budget deficit. 

Democratic leaders rejected 
President Reagan’s plan to raise 
militaiy spending and rely on 
spending cuts and sales of 
govemmentassets to trim the U3. 
budget deficit 

“You just can’t go. on 
indefinitely doubling the cost of 
militaiy spending in five short 
years, reducing the revenues that 
come into the government by 
$135 billion a year and 
balance the budget,” House of 
Representatives 
speaker-designate, Mr. James 
Wright of Texas said in a 
television interview Sunday night. 

• But White House budget chief, 
Mr. James Miller, said President 
Reagan would resist tax increases 
or cutting back on defence. 

“ He’s not going along with a tax 
increase, he’s not going along with 


a big cut in defence, he's not going 
to cut social security,” Mr. Miller 
said in another television 
programme. 

Mr. Miller urged Congress not 
to reject foe president’s budget 
proposals before giving them 
careful scrutiny. 

“If the reaction ofCbogressisto 
dump oh the president's budget... 
then 1 think we're going to have a 
scenario where we’re going to see 
an adversarial process throughout 
the year,” Mr. Miller said. 

President Reagan weighed in on 
Saturday with his own verbal 
punches when he warned 
Congress “you can’t have it both 
ways. You can't decry (budget) 
deficits and then pass 
budget-busting legislation.” 

Mr. Miller said the presklent's 
budget would narrow the deficit 
by $42 billion. 

The administration proposes 
raising $23 billion in revenue 
through the sale of federal assets 
such as the Aratrak railroad and 
cutting S19 billion from 
government programmes, he said. 

But House Budget Committee 
Chairman William Gray. 
Democrat of Pennsylvania, said 
the administration’s budget was 
based on the unrealistic 
assumption that spending will 
outstrip revenues by only about 
$150 billion in the current fiscal 
year. 

Most economists expect the 
deficit to total about SI 70 billion 
this year, Mr. Gray said. 

That, he said, would mean the 
administration's S42 billion deficit 
reduction package would leave 
the budget shortfall far above 
S108 bilfion, which is the red ink 
target set by the 
Gra mm- Rud man- Hoi lings 
budget balancing law. 

“ If you think you're going to get 
(to SI OS billion) with smoke and 
mirrors, and by unrealistic 
assumptions by starting off with 
$150 billion, you're sadly 
mistaken,'' Mr. Gray told NBC 
television. 

Mr. Gray said new revenues 
could be found without resorting 
'to a hike in personal income taxes, 
by replacing existing US. quotas 
with import tariffs or by slapping a 
surcharge on imported products. 

Asked to elaborate on an 
import surcharge, Mr. Gray said 
he was “simply saying that if you 
want to buy the Japanese Hitachi 
VCR (video cassette recorder), 
it’s going to cost you S10 more.” 

Mr. Wright said it was possible 
Congress would explore placing a 
tax on petroleum imports. 

“ I think we need to do whatever 
is necessary to make our country 
more nearly energy 
independent.” Mr. Wright said. 
“The United States cannot 
tolerate 50 per cent of our 
petroleum and energy resources 
being imported ” 

Senate Republican leader, Mr. 
Robert Dole, of Kansas, expected 
to be a presidential aspirant in 
1988, distanced himself from 
•President Reagan's budget. 

Mr. Dole called the White 
House budget “a starting point.” 
and said he doubted a majority of 
Republican senators would 
support President Reagan's 


efforts to bring the deficit into line 
with the Gramm-Rudman 
budget-balancing targets without 
raising taxes. 

Mr? Miller was asked if the 
furore over the diversion of profits 
to Nicaraguan rebels from secret 
arms sales to Iran had impeded 
President Reagan's ability to 
formulate budget proposals. 

Mr. Miller said he had noticed 
no difference this year in the 
president's participation in the 
budget process. 

The scandal, Mr. Miller said, 
paradoxically could benefit 
President Reagan in his 
anticipated budget battle with 
Congress. 

“A lot of people are critical of 
the president right now and may 
be looking for someth ing to be less 
critical of the president about ami 
maybe the budget would be the 
recipient of that.” Mr. Miller said. 

Representative charges 
hidden spending 

On the other hand, a Democrat 
representative Sunday charged 
that the administration tried to 
hide 551 billion worth of defence 
spending in two recent budgets 
sent to Congress. 

Mr. David Obcy's complaint 
was based on a General 
Accounting Office review of the 
administration budget requests 
for fiscal years 1986 and 1987. 
The conclusions by the 
congressional watchdog agency 
were disputed by the Office of 
Management and Budget, which 
prepares the spending plan. 

The dispute involves the 
so-called “current services 
budget.” which shows what 
programmes and activities would 
cost if they we re carried out during 
the upcoming year at the same 
level of activity as the current 
year. 

But the complex budget process 
also involves exceptions to the 
current services budget, and the 
accounting office said the White 
House was taking advantage of 
those exceptions to hide increased 
defence spending. 

Die administration wants to 
include the estimated future costs 
of items such as weapons systems 
in the current services budget, 
while the accounting office 
believes only the cost of current 
activity should be included. 

“This president, in an apparent 
attempt to conceal the amount of 
additional defence spending he 
was requesting in his budgets, has 
juggled foe current service budget 
□umbers to foe point they are 
meaningless.” Mr. Obey said. 

According to the General 
Accounting Office, the current 
services defence budget for fiscal 
1986 and iy87 show a 5 14.2 
billion decrease in authorised 
military spending. But the 
accounting office said the correct 
figure should have been an 
increase of $36.9 billion. 

The difference between the two 
figures is $51.1 billion. 

The report suggested that 
Congress should consider 
eliminating the requirement that a 
current services package be 
submitted as part of the budget 
request.

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Solarz: U.S. will help defend 
Filipino democracy if talks fail 

Militant workers protest removal of minister 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — The United States 
will do everything it can to help defend democracy in 
the Philippines if peace talks with Communist rebels 
foil and fighting resumes, a senior U.S. congressman 
said Monday. 


Democratic Representative 
Stephen Solarz, chairman of the 
House Subcommittee on Asian 
and Pacific Affairs, said he hoped 
the ceasefire and talks beginning 
Tuesday between the government 
and the rebel National 
Democratic Front (NDF) will 
bring permanent peace to the 
former U JS. colony. 

The 60-day ceasefire began on 
Dec. 10. 

Mr. Solarz, speaking at a news 
conference at the end of a 12-day 
visit, said, "but if the ceasefire 
should break down, I think the 
United States will do eveiything it 
possibly can to help the 
government of the Philippines 
defend democracy from those who 
would attempt to assail it." 

Mr. Solarz, who met with 
Presklent Corazon Aquino and 
other Philippine officiate, denied 
charges by Communist rebel 
leaders that Mrs. Aquino's 
government was getting 
instructions from US. officiate 
like him on how to negotiate with 
the rebels who have been fighting 
for IS years. 

"I certainly don't think there 
has been any interference with 
respect to the peace talks.” he 
said. "This matter is for Filipinos 
to resolve. The strategy being 
adopted by the government is ... 
not an American strategy, it's a 
Filipino strategy ..." 

The congressman reiterated the 
U^. government’s support for the 
Philippine government. 

"1 think that if there is any 
single foreign policy issue on 
which there is genuinely 
bipartisan consensus both in the 
Congress and around the country, 
it is on the Philippines'' since the 


February revolt that ended the 
20-yearrule of Ferdinand Marcos, 
he said. 

“There are few countries in the 
work) which at this particular time 
are more important to the United 
States politically, ideologically, 
strategically and economically 
than the Philippines.'' be said. The 
United States has two major 
military bases in the island nation. 

The Philippine government on 
Sunday accused Communist 
rebels contradicting themselves in 
preparations for a second round of 
peace talks set to begin this week. 

The government made the 
accusations in a statement issued 
in response to comments from the 
NDF on the government's 
proposed agenda for the talks. 

Discussions will focus on rural 
development, industrialisation 
and amnesty for guerrilla fighters. 

In its comments, the NDF said it 
could find “no common ground" 
with the government agenda. It 
also called unacceptable the 
government's insistence that 
concessions be in line with 
provisions of the draft 
constitution, scheduled for a 
ratification plebiscite Feb. 2. 

In its agenda, the NDF called 
for a transitional government to 
implement any settlement. The 
government has rejected that 
demand. 

“The NDF response contradicts 
itself," said the government 
statement, issued by negotiator 
Teofteto Guingona. “The NDF 
wants parameters but when the 
government setsparameters, they 
want specifics. When the 
government sets specifics to land 
reform and industrialisation, they 
want generalities." 


Colombo rejects Tamil 
rebel preconditions 


COLOMBO (Agencies) — The 
Sri Lankan government Monday 
rejected preconditions set by 
Tamil separatist guerrillas on talks' 
aimed at finding a solution to the 
island 1 s Moody ethnic war. 

National Security Minister 
Lalith Atbulathmudali said: “The 
government is not prepared for 
any talks with preconditions to 
solve the ethnic problem." • 

The Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam (LTTE) rebel group on 
Saturday demanded the release of 

3,000 Tamils detained by the 
government before talks could 
start. 

The LTTE is the largest of the 
five main groups fighting 
government troops to set up an 
independent state for minority 
Tamils in the north and east of the 
island. 

The group's spokesman Anton 
Balasingham told reporters in the 
south Indian city of Madras that 
the Colombo government should 
also repeal the prevention of 
terrorism act, resettle refugees 
and abolish surveillance zones. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency quoted Balasingham 
as saying that even then there 
could be no direct negotiations 
with Colombo. The Indian 
government, which has been 
acting as mediator, would have to 
be involved, he said. 

Sri Lankan state radio quoted 
Mr. Atbulathmudali as saying the 
government was prepared to find 
a solution through discussions but 
not under the preconditions set by 
the LTTE. 

“The conditions indicate 
unwillingness on the part of 
Tamils to reach a political 
settlement." he said. 

More than 4,500 people have 


died in the conflict since 
widespread ethnic violence flared 
in 1983. 

The government suspended 
supplies of petroleum products to 
Jaffna, the guerrilla stronghold in 
t he no rth, on Friday after the 
LTTE threatened to start issuing 
licences for vehicles. 

It was th e first counter-move to 
the LTTE’s plans to set up a 
parallel civil administration in the 
northe rn Jaf fna Pen insula - 

An LTTE spokesman in Jaffna 
told Reuters last week it was also 
planning to run transport services, 
recruit traffic police, issue postage 
stamps and levy business turnover 
taxes. 

The LITE has rejected a 
government proposal to grant 
autonomy to the northern and 
eastern provinces through a 
system of provincial councils. 

It is demanding a homeland for 
Tamils by a merger of the two 
regions. 

MeanwhOe President Junius 
Jayewardene says he remains 
committed to nonviolence but will 
not yield to Tamil terrorists who 
want to create a separate state in 
the northern part of his island 
nation.

Meanwhile hundreds of armed 
riot police blocked about 5,000 
militant workers from marching 
on President Corazon Aquino’s 
office Monday to protest the 
removal of Augusts Sanchez as 
labour minister. 

Mr. Sanchez, whose ouster had 
been demanded by toe military 
and business groups, stepped 
down effective Dec. 31- He was 
replaced by his deputy. Franklin 
Driloa, 41, a former corporate 
lawyer. 

Membe.rs of the May 1st 
Movement (KMU). the country’s 
largest and most militant labour 
group, marched from the Labour 
Ministry building through the 
heart of toe city toward Mrs. 
Aquino’s office at Malacanang 
Palace. 

But 300 police and riot troops 
armed with plastic shields, rifles 
and nightsticks, blocked their 
advance at the Mendiola Bridge, 
more than 200 metres from the 
en trace to the presidential 
compound. 

The militants began a rally at 
the bridge, and troops made no 
attempt to interfere. 

A statement by the presidential 
press office said Mr. Drilon was 
sworn in by Mrs. Aquino earlier 
Monday. 

During the march, KMU 
members handed out pamphlets 
praising Mr. Sanchez having been 
"loyal to the workers and to the 
principles of the country.” 

“He did notenrich himself in his 
position nor sell his principles like 
many in toe government," the 
statement said. It cafimed Mr. 
Snuchez was the “only remaining 
minister who fought for the 
workers and toe little people." 

Earlier, about 1,000 KMU 
activists rallied in front of the 
ministry headquarters. They 
erected banners there 
condemning Mr. Drilon as a “tool 
of capitalists" and urging Mrs. 
Aquino to retain Mr. Sanchez in 


the post. 

Mr. Sanchez had been among 
the most controversial and 
left-leaning members of Mrs. 
Aquino's cabinet. He was an 
outspoken advocate of better pay 
and working conditions for 
Philippine labour, but was 
unpopular with toe military and 
business groups. 

Last month, toe KMU cited toe 
removal of Mr. Sanchez as an 
example of a “drift to the right” in 
the Aquino government. The 
labour federation has come out 
against ratification of the 
proposed new national 
constitution. 

The proposed charter goes 
before the voters in a plebiscite on 
Feb. 2. 

Following what the government 
said was an aborted coup by 
right-wing military officers last 
November, Mrs. Aquino asked for 
toe resignation of all 25 cabinet 
members. 

Sre immediately accepted the 
resignation of Defence Minister 
Juan Ponce Enrfle, who had links 
to the alleged coup plotters. Later, 
she dropped two ministers and 
reassigned a third to a new post as 
special presidential adviser. 

A government spokesman 
suggested Sunday that former 
Defence Minister Juan Ponce 
Enrfle ask himself why he was not 
as talkative under ex-Presideat 
Marcos as he is now that Mrs. 
Aquino is president 

Presidential spokesman 
Teodoro Benigno dismissed Mr. 
Enrfle's criticisms of the Aquino 
government as a dictatorship, 
saying, “he has a right to do what 
he is doing ...

Students bum newspapers, 
pledge support for Deng 


PEKING (R) — Students' at 
Peking University Monday 
burned copies of official 
newspapers, which they accused 
of malicious and inaccurate 
reporting, but pledged their 
support for China's paramount 
leader Deng Xiaoping. 

Several hundred students 
shouted and cheered as copies of 
the Peking Daily, the People’s 
Daily and other papers went up in 
flames to the sound of 
firecrackers.

The main culprit in the eyes of 
tire students was the Peking Daily. 
"It has printed malicio us and 
distorted news about our 
protests " one law student said. 
“We hate it. Today’s action is a 
symbol of what we think. "

said die papers were Hying to 
drive a wedge between students 
and the public. 


In a stinging editorial Monday, 
the Peking Daily said claims by 
students that they supported 
Socialism and the leadership of 
the Communist Party were false. 

“Their aim is to use the fake 
democracy of Capitalism to 
practise anarchism," the editorial 
said. 

The paper quoted a 1980 
opeeefa by Mr. Deng in which he 
said demonstrations needed prior 
per mis sion and illegal activities 
and publications were forbidden. 
Most student protests have not 
been approved. 

It was the first time the media 
have quoted Mr. Deng in support 
of criticism of the students.

Investigators find arson 
behind Puerto Rican fire 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (R) — 
Investigators have concluded that 
a hotel fire that killed 96 people 
here on New Year’s Eve was 
caused by arson, but there was no 
evidence the blare was started by a 
bomb or other incendiary device. 

Investigators announced their 
findings at a news conference 
Sunday beside the charred 
exterior wall of the hoteFs gutted 
casino , as the death toll rose to 96 . 

The governor’s press secretary, 
Danny Velez, said the additional 
victim was an American man who 
died of bums suffered in the fire 
which, in a matter of seconds, 
turned the casino of toe Dupont 
Plaza Hotel into an inferno. 


The fire killed some patrons 
where they sat at gaining tables 
and forced hundreds of others to 
flee, some jumping from windows 
and others climbing to the roof of 
the 22-storey luxury hotel, from 
where they were plucked by 
helicopters. 

The findings were announced 
by Puerto Rican 
Attorney-General Hector Rivera 
Cruz. 

Mr. Rivera said investigators 
were sure the blaze was 
deliberately set, but had been 
unable to fed traces of a bomb, or 
other incendiary device, or to 
pinpoint blame. 


Peruvian deputy saves 
children from bomb blast 


LIMA. Peru (AP) — A 
congressman found a bomb in his 
childrens’ bedroom and threw it 
out the window seconds before it 
exploded, but another blast 
slightly injured the legislator’s 
wife, newspapers say. 

The attack at die vacation home 
of Flav» Nunez of the ruling 
Aprista Party was among several 
weekend bombings blamed on 
leftist guerrillas in cities along 
Peru's northern coast, newspapers 
reported Sunday. 

Ntmez’s wife, Gladys, a 
prosecuting attorney in the 
capital, was slightly injured by 
flying glass early Saturday when a 
small bomb was thrown into the

14 killed 
in U.S. 
train crash 

BALTIMORE, Maryland (R) - 
Rescuers said Monday that 14 
people were killed and 177 
injured when a packed passenger 
train smashed into two freight 
engines near Baltimore at more 
than 160 kilometres per hour 
Sunday. 

Lieutenant Daniel Kluge, a 
spokesman for the Baltimore 
County Emergency Operations, 
said rescuers were catting into the 
two remaining cars of Amtrak’s 
New York -bound “Colonial," 
including the (fining coach, but no 
more survivors were expected to 
be found. 

Most of the 177 injured were 
tafrm in fleets of ambulances to 
Baltimore area hospitals and at 
least nine critically injured people 
were flown by helicopter to a 
special shock-trauma unit in 
Baltimore. 

Nearly 200 rescue workers cut, 
pierced and tore through the 
crumpled wreckage with cranes, 
bulldozers and torches during the 
night and called off their search 
for survivors early Monday, Lt 
Kluge said. 

Few officials and no journalists 
were allowed at the scene, 24 
kilometres north of Baltimore- 

Outgoing Maryland Governor 
Hany Hughes told reporters at 
the scene earlier that toe accident 
was a “terrible, terrible tragedy.” 

Earlier, rescuers succeeded in 
freeing an uniden tified woman 
fromthe twisted hulk of the third 
passenger car, but only after 
amputating one of her legs. The 
workers were unable to save her 
three-year-old son, who died 
pinned beside her. 

Dr. Dan Morhain, regional 
medical director of the Baltimore 
metropolitan area's Emergency 
Medical Services, said he believed 
at least one passengpr with a 
ruptured spleen owed his life to 
the swift rescue efforts. 


1 killed, 8 hurt in new 
Karachi ethnic violence 


KARACHI (R) — A man was 
stabbed to death and eight people 
were injured in a new outbreak of. 
ethnic violence in Karachi, where 
186 people died in co mmunal 
rioting last month, police said 
Monday. 

Troops were rushed to 
Liaquatabad. a volatile suburb of 
Pakistan’s biggest city, after 
Sunday's incident and police used 
teargas to disperse angry crowds. 

A group of young men from the 
Mbhajir immigrant community 
dragged a bus driver out of his- 
vehicle and stabbed him, before 
setting the vehicle on fire, the 
police said. 

Doctors said the man was dead 
cm arrival at hospital and a further 
eight people were treated for 
injuries from stabbings or 
stortings. 

The disturbances spread to 
three other suburbs of die city of 
more than seven millions and a- 
'taxii a car, three rickshaw cabs, 
and two mini-buses were set 
alight. 

witnesses said troops patrolled 
the riot-hit areas rtikmnmtng, but 
oo curfew was imposed. 

An overnight curfew is still in

The provincial authorities were 
fiercely ertkised for failing to 
prevent last month’s 
widely-expected explosion and for 
being slow to react to it.

Police impose curfew on 
Indian town after clashes 


NEW DELHI (R) - An 
indefinite curfew has been 
damped on parts of Ahmedabad 
in western India after clashes 
between Hindus and Muslims, 
police said Monday. 

They said more than 20 people 
were injured in stabbings mid 
when police opened fire to 
disperse Hindus and Muslims who 
clashed in the old walled quarter 
of foe city Sunday night. 

The Hindustan Times 
newspaper said an indefinite 
curfew was clamped on the 


worst-hit areas of the city to 
prevent further fighting between 
the two communities, who are 
almost evenly divided among the 
25 million population. 

There were conflicting reports 
on the cause of the violence. One 
version blamed it on a quarrel 
which broke out between Hindu 
and Muslim groups taking part in 
die city’s traditional sport of 
kite-flying. 

Other sources said the trouble 
flared when a procession passing 
through the walled quarter was 
stoned.

The United News of India 
(UNI) said the Indian Air R>rce 
was not in favour of the Soviet 
IL-76 tactical transport aircraft 
fitted with AWACS because it was 
not as sophisticated as the US.

The IL-76, codeuamed. 
Mainstay by NATO, lacked 
several functions of the US. 
version, including the ability to 
pick out low-flying targets 
accurately, the news ^ency said. 

UNI quoted unidentified 


defence experts as saying the 
Soviet offer could also be rejected 
because it would set back Indian 
efforts to produce its own 
AWACS version by 1990. 

An Indian Defence Ministry 
spokesman was not immediately 
available for comment. 

Reports of increased supplies of 
U.S-made arms, including 
AWACS, to Pakistan have raised 
tensions between India and 
Pakistan. The two countries have 
fought three wars against each 
other since gaining indepedence 
from Britain in 1947. 

The UNI report was published 
two days after a senior Indian 
opposition leader, Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee, warned that Pakistan 
would use its U.S. -supplied 
weapons against India and not 


Afghanistan or foe Soviet Union. 

Mr. Vajpayee, Indian Foreign 
Minister from 1977 to 1979, said 
foe Indian government should 
persuade Moscow to withdraw its 
troops from Afghanistan, as its 
presence was giving foe United 
States an excuse to simply arms to 
Pakistan. 

Islamabad says it needs the 
U-S.-made weapons because of 
tiie presence of an estimated 

115,000 Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan following Moscow's 
1979 intervention there. 

New Delhi has traditionally 
bought most of its arms from 
Moscow, but has also held talks 
recently on possible weapons 
purchases from Washington. 


NASA begins burial of Challenger wreckage 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Honda 
(AP) — Nearly a year after the 
Challenger explosion that killed 
seven astronauts, NASA is 
burying the wreckage of the space 
shuttle. 

Starting Monday, foe wreckage 
is to be lowered by crane 90 feet 
(27 metres') underground into two 
abandoned Minute man missile 
silos 32 kilometres down the 
beach from where the shuttle was 
launched on Jan. 28. 

A pair of 4^30-kflogramme 
concrete caps will be placed over 
the silos, sealing nearly 1 25 tonnes 
of twisted metal in unmarked 
tombs. The burial is expected to 
take about two months. 

Among the debris waiting to be 
hauled to the seaside site on 
flatbed trucks is Challenger's crew 
cabin, which survived the shuttle’s 
breakup and tumbled nine miles 
before s mashing into the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Other wreckage includes large 
sections of fuselage, one wmg, the 
craft tail and mo re than 100 crates 


of rusted components. 

“I have a hard time even going 
over and looking at the debris," 
said Air Force Lt-Col. Edward 
O’Connor, who directed foe 
exhaustive seven-month search 
for foe wreckage. “Its been a 
painful process for everyone out 
here.” 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) 
began looking for a place to store 
the debris almost as soon as foe 
first pieces were fished from the 
ocean off Cape Canaveral by navy 
and coast guard ships a few hours 
after the explosion- 

Those pieces and the 
barnacle-encrusted wreckage 
found later have been kept in a 
warehouse and makeshift hangar 
at Kennedy Space Centre. Experts 
analysed and catalogued every nut 
and boh. 

CoL O’Connor came up with the 
idea of putting foe debris in foe 
silos, which are located at 
neighbouring Cape Canaveral air 


force station and have stood 
empty since foe Minute man 
■research programme ended in 
1970. 

Because the site is on a military, 
base, it win be off limits to the 
public, officials said. There are no 
plans to put a plaque marking 
foe silos as Challenger’s last 
resting place. 

The task of cleaning foe dank- 
sflos and storing the debris fell to 
about 15 NASA workers who 
view the burial as “just something 
that has to be done ” said Project 
Director Elliot Kkkhghter. 

Much of the debris is to be 
-stacked in equipment rooms from 
which it can be removed easily if 
engineers want to re-examine any 
part of it

where if s at,” Kkkfighter sail.

Hurricane ravages Cook Islands’ economy 


RAROTONGA Cook Islands 
(AP) — An intern atioual relief 
operation got underway Monday 
to aid victims and restore services 
to die hurricane-ravaged Cook 
Islands. 

Prime Minister Sir Tom Davis 
said foe economy had been set 
back years by foe storm. 

Sir Davis said he would revise 
his South Pacific nation’s 
long-term economic forecasts 
because of devastation caused by 
hurricane Sally, which roared 
across the island Saturday with 
150 kph winds, triggering 
10-metre waves. 

Sir Davis estimated rfamagp. in 
excess of $25 million. 

He said the .storm virtually

New Zealand responded to tire 
crisis by flying in an air force 
Hercules transport plane with 
emergency supplies and a team of 
army engineers to help restore 
power ana water supplies. 

The United States, Britain, 
France and Australia also pledged 
immediate financial assistance. 

Australia’s Aosctt Airlines flew 
a Boeing 767 to Rarotonga on 
Sunday to collect up to 500 
Australian and New Zealand 
tourists but some visitors deckled 
to stay to help in the cleanup, said 
airline spokeswoman Keira 
Louckyer. 

New Zealander Rick Adams 
said that dnring tire storm bouses; 
were demolished, tire shopping- 
centre destroyed and the hotdhad 
coconuts flying through the roof. 


It was disastrous. 

“There was mud, rocks and 
coxal scattered through the whole 
town. It was completely wiped 
out,” he said.

For 
corporate executives or 
statesman, there is a bultet-proof 
briefcase and an ami-kidnapping 
device with a transmitter that can 
be sewn into a belt orcoat to track 
someone by air within' a 
40-kflometre range. 
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
